BROCKTON, Mass., Sept. 21—With an 
attendance of 70,000 the Brockton Pair 
closed Saturday in ideal fall weather. At- 
tendance for the five days was 160,000. 
The management this year gave free ad- 
mission to children under 14 years of age 
all five days, featuring educational num- 
bers appropriate to the 50th anniversary 
of Brockton as a city.

Again Suggested by Gillmore 


Equity head revives plan 


offered some years ago — 


stresses its practicability—asks that managers put prom- 
ising playwrights on yearly salaries 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Frank Gillmore, president of Equity, 
this week formulated again his plan, which he announced several 


years ago, for subsidies for promising playwrights. 


The plan is 


aimed to prevent the drifting from the theater of its best writers, 
a procedure that has become more and more common, especially 


since the advent of the talkies and 
the huge returns that can be ob- 
tained in Hollywood. Greater pay 
to be obtained outside the theater, 


and general difficulty of theatrical 
conditions for the playwright, according 
to Gillmore, make this outward trend in- 
evitable. His plan, aimed toward keeping 
the theater’s talent within the theater. 
consists in brief of having leading man- 
agers pay a certain stated amount each 
year to picked and promising play- 
wrights, demanding in return the pro- 
duction of two scripts. 

Gillmore sees two methods for such 
subsidizing. Either a group of managers 
such as the League of New York Thea- 
ters could band together and finance 
young hopefuls collectively, or the indi- 
vidual managers could put writers under 
contract as they now do with stars. The 
first method would leave open the ques- 
tion of which manager was to get rights 
to the plays after they were written, tho 
some sort of. agreement could probably 
be made. But it is the second method 
that Gillmore favors. If, he says, it were 
limited to a few strong and powerful 
producers, each of whom would contract 
@ number of writers, the effects would be 
widely beneficial. 

The Shuberts, for instance, might sign 
six picked young writers at four or five 
thousand dollars a year each. If each 
wrote two plays a year, it would make 12 
plays in all, and the chances are that 
one of those 12 would be a hit. A hit 
ratio of 12 to 1 allows greater odds than 
those given on the season in general, and 
the chances of good shows would be 
further increased thru the fact that the 
men would be specially and carefully 
chosen. The total expenditure would be 
$30,000, and one solid hit would easily 
eat that up. More is now spent on 4 
single production. And the plan, in ad- 
dition to keeping the playwright working 
for the theater, would avoid the present 
scramble for options, and would rule out 
the expense of scouting plays in Europe 
and elsewhere. 

Gillmore thinks that subsidizing play- 
wrights would be a cheap investment for 
producing managers who are also thea- 
ter owners. Managers with a house on 
their hands, under the present system, 
fail to go to the factory to stock up their 
goods. Instead, they take a long chance 
on the goods coming in of their own ac- 
cord. 

Gillmore stresses the practicability of 
his plan, which has been assailed in 
some quarters. Aside from the high ra- 
tio allowed for failures, the money ex- 
pended would be considered as advance 
royalties for any of the plays produced. 

Pundamentally, the keynote is to keep 
theatrical talent in. the theater. Gill- 
more intends to submit the plan to the 
League of New York Theaters as soon 
as the road situation is somewhat cleared 
up. 


Will Hays Meets Fair Heads 


CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—Will. Hays, mo- 
tion picture czar, was in Chicago this 
week to attend a meeting of the directors 
of the C. & E. I. Railway and also to con- 
fer with world’s fair officials as to what 
the motion picture industry can do to 
help the fair. Hays stated that nothing 
definite has been decided as to the in- 
dustry’s participation in the fair. 


Operator-Exhibitor 
Fight Is Still On 


CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—Fight between 
the operators’ union and the independ- 
ent m. p. exhibitors continues, with both 
sides making charges and counter- 
charges. Another theater, the Regent, a 
Schoenstadt house, was bombed early 
this week. altho guarded front and back 
by policemen. Damage to the building 
was about $3,000. The union disclaims 
knowledge of any of the recent bombings 
and has posted a reward of $5,000 for 
apprehension and conviction of the 
guilty parties. 

Investigation into movie union li- 
censes, some of which it is charged 
were issued fraudulently, has been 
launched and is now in progress. Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Charles Lounsbury 
Friday received a letter from Nash & 
Ahern, attorneys for the union, stating 
the union is willing to enter into nego- 
tiations for settlement of the dispute. 

Imported operators have formed a 
union of their own here. Meeting in the 
Auditorium Hotel Friday they organized 
Local No. 3 of the brotherhood of Mo- 
tion Picture Operators of North Ameri- 
ca. Officers were nominated and an 
election will be held two weeks from to- 
day. The Chicago local will be perma- 
nent, according to C. E. Tealley, presi- 
dent of Local 2, New York.

Paint Okeh in 
Telly Makeup 


No powder may be used— 
experiments on in Morris 
office 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—The 
William Morris Agency, with 
television apparatus installed, has 
been fooling with faces for the 
last few days, seeking correct tele- 
vision makeup. Experiments have 
been conducted to find the types 
of face which televise nicely, the 
contortions those faces must go 
thru in order to register, correct 
color relief, highlights and kindred 
topics. It was found, in the first plate, 
that the usual stage makeup, consisting 
chiefly of powder, was useless so far as 
television was concerned, the powder 
failing to register properly. Grease paint 
is the only thing that can be used, and 
to find the best colors the Morris office 
has had a man mixing paints, plastering 
the combines on faces, try them out on 
the apparatus and then starting over 
again. 

Telly pictures, like movies, are based 
on black and white contrasts, and at 
present stage of development have blurs 
end flickers like early cinema shows. 
Blondes can be distinguished from 
brunets over the air, but when a red- 
head horns in it gets complicated. 

Makeup found best so far is a brown- 
ish tan for brunets, with a little lighter 
shade for blondes. The lips are almost 
black, with just a faint tinge of ver- 
milion. Thick eyelashes are at a premi- 
um, thick ones being the only kind that 
will show up in broadcasts; but they 
can’t be too long, either. If they are, 
they look bad in profile. Eyebrows have 
to come close together. Wide open spaces 
over the nose give a triangular effect that 
makes the nose itself seem longer than 
it should. Lips cannot be made too full, 
showing up in a continual pout if they 
are.

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Morris Agency Re-Enters 
Fanchon & Mareo Offices 


Bill Perlberg credited with having put thru deal which 
brings Morris back into good graces after being out in 
cold for months—Bloom and Lastfogel differ 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—After a number of setbacks, the Wil- 
liam Morris Agency regained a good part of its former prestige this 
week by landing re-entry into the Fanchon & Marco booking offices 
here and on the Coast. F. & M. at present has the longest route in 
presentation history and, with the vaude time it books in and around 


this city, is only a few weeks be- 
hind RKO in amount of playing 
time. The Morris office, which 
booked the bulk of the acts used 


by the production firm up until 
two years ago and before F. & M. estab- 
lished its booking office here, was virtually 
barred until the agreement was reached 
on Thursday between the agency’s officials 
and Mike Marco and Phil Bloom, book- 
ing manager, 

There is a difference, however, in the 
explanations made of the deal by both 
sides. While Bloom’s statemert and that 
of Abe Lastfogel, general manager of the 
William Morris agency, coincide on the 
facts that no written agreement or guar- 
antees were made, Lastfogel contradicted 
Bloom by emphatically denying that 
Fanchon & Marco would have first pref- 
erence or Morris acts. As Lastfogel put 
it, all the conferences, that took place 
were only for the purpose of readjusting 
the relationship between Morris and 
P. & M. 

The re-establishment of Morris into 
the good graces of Fanchon & Marco was 
brought about by Bill Perlberg, who left 
Leo Morrison to manage the Morris of- 
fice on the Coast three weeks ago, on his 
trip here with Marco from Los Angeles. 
Perlberg is to return to the Coast with 
Marco next week. 

According to one report of the agree- 
ment, the Morris agency, which became 
more or less notorious during its reign 
at Publix for jacking up salaries, assured 
Fanchon & Marco that it will do its best 
to bring prices down to meet with 
F. & M.’s comparatively low production 
budgets. Morris is conceded to have the 
longest and most complete list of acts of 
any agency in the business. 

Perlberg will contact F. & M. on the 
Coast, while Johnny Hyde will handle 
the agenting of the Morris acts to the 
producers here. Either way, Phil Bloom 
will set the salaries, with Marco wiring 
him for a valuation on every act sub- 
mitted to him on the Coast. This has 
been the order of things with F, & M. 
in the past and will continue in the 
future. 

When news of the agreement, or re- 
adjustment, reached the indie agents, 
who can thank Fanchon & Marco for the 
bulk of their income in the last year, 
most of them put their tongues in their 
cheeks and crossed their fingers, figuring 
that the same Icek-out condition which 
existed in the Publix booking office 
would be in order with F. & M. Bloom, 
however, stated that no agent would lose 
his present status and that the office 
will remain open to everybody. Morris 
acts will receive preference, according 
to him, only when they are better and 
cheaper than any of those submitted by 
cther agents. 

Bloom made it plain that F. & M. 
would have first call over any other book- 
ing office on the William Morris list, but 
Lastfogel stated this was not s0, adding 
that first call on Morris acts could not 
be granted when F. & M. was not guar- 
anteeing the agency anything in return. 


The general manager said that Publix 
had the preference because of its guar- 
antee to Morris of a certain percentage 
of the booking done, and hinted that 
the reason the William Morris office 
threw its RKO franchise overboard re- 
cently was because RKO demanded first 
call without consenting to give anything 
in return. : 


The surprise angle in the bigger and 
better relationship attained by Morris 
with PF. & M. is that the latter only 
three months ago caused the former to 
lose out with Publix, when this circuit 
dropped its production department and 
booked Ideas into its de luxers. Since 
then Morris lost out with the Loew and 
RKO booking offices. It never fared well 
with Warner. 


McLallen Returning 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—Following an 
additional two-week booking for the 
GTC, Jack McLallen and his assists, 
Tony Labriola and Sarah (Doris Elling- 
son), will sail for New York September 
17 on the Ie de France. The act made 
a sensational hit this side and played 
three weeks at the Palladium, two weeks 
at Holborn Empire and one week at 
Brighton. McLallen, who has to return 
to America to play RKO dates, has been 
offered 18 weeks in England, starting 
June, 1932, with an African and Aus- 
tralian tour to follow.

Hackett Seeks RKO Changes 
In House Lights and Drops 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—Janette Hackett, 
RKO embellisher, is now seeking reforms 
in lighting apparatus and curtain drops 
of the circuit’s vaudefilm houses. As to 
lighting, she is advocating to the circuit 
Officials the need for the installation in 
all vaude houses of a new set of ariber 
lights. RKO stages are now equipped 
with three sets of lights: white, blue 
and red. It has been found that the 
white lights often distort the appour- 
ance of performers, no matter how well 
the performers are made up. Miss 
Hackett says the spotlight can take the 
place of white lights. 

Amber, and the blue and red lights 
already installed, would give RKO stages 
the three primary colors, which can be 
mixed to obtain the effect of almost any 
other color. The Madison and Kenmore, 
Brooklyn, are the only houses on. the 
intact route having amber lights. Miss, 
Hackett is trying to convince officials 
that amber lights are needed for the 
rest of the intact houses in order to 
give the intacts the proper embellish- 
ment. 

It has been found that the lighting 
sheets sent out by Miss Hackett weekly 
are almost useless on the road because 


the proper facilities are lacking. When 
Roxy tried his hand at lighting one of 
the intact units last month he gave up 
because of the lack of proper equipment. 
Whereas he had more than 30 men work- 
ing on the lights at the Roxy Theater, 
he found only one regular man on the 
RKO stages. 


Miss Hackett also is making a drive 
to change the size of the drops. The 
present average size is 42 feet wide and 
21 feet high. Some performers, in order 
to cut down on expense, use drops below 
the average size and have the house side 
legs and top piece drawn in. This makes 
the stage look smaller. In order to 
improve the background for acts and 
make the setting look more lavish Miss 
Hackett is insisting that new drops be 
27 feet high and 45 feet wide. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—The Palace has 
had its stage lighting overhauled, white 
lights having been replaced with amber 
or straw-colored lights. The first act 
to play the Palace with its lighting 
planned especially to make use of the 
new facilities is Pierce and Velie, playing 
there this week.

RKO head settles matter 
after catching show at the 
Chester, Bronx 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Max 
Gordon’s “New York to Paris” 
unit, containing the Brems, Fitz 
and Murphy Brothers, Willie 
Robyn and an Albertina Rasch 
troupe, will not play the RKO in- 
tact route, for which it was 
primarily produced by the Gor- 
don office, with Dave, brother of 
Max, taking the responsibility. 
This was made definite when Hiram S. 
Brown, RKO’s president, viewed the 
production at the Chester, Bronx, early 
in the week and upheld the booking 
effice in its stand that the unit was not 
good enough to be routed, 

The Gordon product hes been the ob- 
ject of a strong difference in opinion 
between Charles J. Freeman, booking 
manager; James H. Turner, assistant to 
Brown, and S. L. (Roxy) Rothafel. The 
latter two, of the operating wing, main- 
tained the production was playable con- 
trary to the opinion of Freeman and the 
trade press and insisted that it be played. 

With opposition coming from the book- 
ing office, Roxy was assigned to fix up 
the Gordon production. The Blossom 
Sisters, who were in the cast when the 
unit first opened, were yanked, and Jue 
Fong, Chinese tenor, replaced them. 
Later Willie Robyn, who worked for Roxy 
when the latter was still directing the 
Fox de luxer bearing his name, replaced 
Fong. Roxy improved the lighting as 
well as the staging, and the music de- 
partment worked hard on the unit’s 
music, but Brown turned thumbs down, 
anyhow. 

Penciled in to open cn the intact route 
in Syracuse October 10 pending Brown's 
approval, the unit has been rubbed out. 


Loew Books Jackie Maye 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—Jackie Maye, 
w. k. in clubs, is taking a dip into vaude. 
She is heading the Show Place Revue, a 
17-people flash, featuring Bobbie Dupree, 
Rita White, Fred Monroe and the Earl 
Brothers. Act opens October 3 for Loew, 
splitting between the Bay Ridge, Brook- 
lyn, and Boulevard, Bronx, and will work 
in with the Bernard, Jackson and Taye 
act on each bill. 


Tex McLeod )Lassoes 
An Aussie Heckler 


MELBOURNE, Australia, Sept. 14. 
—The danger of allowing political 
personalities to intrude in a vaude 
artist’s repertoire of patter was 
evidenced at the Tivoli, Melbourne, 
last week when = Tex McLeod, 
American roper and raconteur, was 
interrupted by a Labor supporter, 
who objected to the performer re- 
ferring to the Federal Treasurer in 
facetious terms. 

Later, the equanimity of the 
artist’s assistant, Miss Tiller, was 
upset by the incident, and she fell 
and injured herself. McLeod shouted: 
“If Miss Tiller is seriously hurt, “1 
will sue you for damages.” After 
which he lassoed the patron, who 
was subsequently escorted from the 
theater by an attendant. 
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ITH vaudeville busting out strongly 
in various parts of the country, and 
particularly in the event of Moss’ 
Broadway, the moot question is, “Who 
started it?” Naturally, the recent Palace, 
New York, holdover had much to do 


with it. RKO execs can proudly slap 
their chests and tell the world that their 
organization is to be thanked for the 
increased interest and enterprise in 
vaudeville’s behalf. It was they who 
paid the big salaries necessary to lay out 
a heavy bill and “went” for high budg- 
ets on many a show, as well an on in- 
dividual acts. A show happened to 
create an unusual situation, with a re- 
action that is making itself felt around 
the vaudeville circuits of the globe. With 
all the flesh efforts of the various cir- 
cuits, including that of Fanchon & 
Marco productions, credit still belongs 
to RKO. No other circuit has handed 
out salaries that reach into the thou- 
sands and backed the “name” up with 
additional acts instead of relying entirely 
on the one act and an ordinary program 
picture. 


N LONDON there is rejoicing on the 

part of those who like their fiesh en- 

tertainment. R.*H. Gillespie, man- 
aging director of Moss’ Empire Circuit, 
has definitely promised that the opening 
of the Victoria Palace with vaudeville 
is not a temporary reversion to the pol- 
icy that made the house famous, but 
that it will be permanent. While there 
is considerable talk anent the matter, 
and everybody is happy, not a little of 
the talk concerns the fact that the direc- 
tors of the music hall organization will 
have to be alert to the times and use 
up-to-date showmanship methods. A 
warning that no theater operator can 
afford to overlook, no matter how much 
confidence they may have in other direc- 
tions.

ITH the completion of Radio City 
projects there will be a number of 
great jobs ready for wise showmen 
and others in the trade. It is not too 
early for those who are ambitious and 
have ideas to begin to study their own 
particular possiblities as a jobholder in 
one department or another. Now is the 
time to make one’s self more valuable 
than ever, depression or no depression, no 
matter how remote an individual may 
consider his chances of connecting. 
Executives do not wait until the last 
minute to fill important posts; they no 
doubt have their eye on any number of 
possibilities in man power and are making 
mental notes as to various shortcomings 
and fine points of the personnel of their 
present organizations. Many a good man 
believing he has no chance will no doubt 
idly stand by while an outsider rides 
into a coveted berth. Many a supposedly 
fair-haired youth will wind up on the 
outside looking in. Anything can hap- 
pen, and the golden opportunity awaits 
literally “around the corner,” Sixth ave- 
nue and 50th street. The path, how- 
ever, lies right thru the job the prospect 
is holding down now. The proverbial 
“royal road” can be no exception in this 
case, not when the tremendous propor- 
tions of the undertaking and the men 
in back of it are taken into considera- 
tion. 


F WE didn't catch this little routine 

ourself, but heard it from other 

sources, we would discount it at least 
50 per cent. It took place in Emo Oro- 
witz’s office, between himself and the 
feminine member of a newly teamed pair 
of “names,” scheduled to open for RKO 
in two weeks. Emo was getting the 
dope for exploitation purposes and fi- 
nally came to the question of photo- 
graphs. It ran something like this:

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Loew “Flesh” 
Outlook Dim 


Loses another de luxer— 
presentation tour is down 
to 10 weeks 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19. — 
Loew’s “flesh” outlook is far from 
bright and, if anything, appears 
to be on the decline. This at a 
time when much activity in the 
way of live entertainment has 
been manifested by action and 
talk by other major circuits and 
indie theater operators. The ap- 
parent reason is shown in the at- 
titude of home-office execs of the circuit, 
who are brutally frank in making state- 
ments that they are more concerned with 
getting good films, and, if successful at 
that, will slight vaude and de luxe stage 
shows. 

After numerous union meetings, Loew 
“flesh” comes out the loser of one week, 
the stopoff at the Penn, Pittsburgh, on 
the de luxe route. This was the result 
of yesterday’s walkout of musicians in 
the Smoky City after trouble was brew- 
ing for some weeks. With Pittsburgh 
out, the presentation tour is down to 
10 weeks. There were 12 at the’ season’s 
start, but Buffalo also went off. Besides 
the 10 weeks of de luxe time, Loew also 
has nine vaude weeks. 

Union meetings still continue to be 
held at Loew. These are probably ar- 
ranged to keep “flesh” in houses where 
it is absolutely needed, and also to try 
to make satisfactory arrangements with 
labor unions to bring about “flesh” in 
a few out-of-town spots where competi- 
tion makes it necessary. ¢ 

Numerous changes have been made in 
the circuit’s de luxe tour, and an espe- 
cially important one was the-switch to 
Friday openings in all the 10 houses 
which went into effect yesterday. Five 
of the houses already had Friday as an 
opening day, but it was new to the 
Paradise, Bronx; Valencia, Jamaica; 


‘Loew's, Jersey City; Palace, Washington, 


and Century, Baltimore. 

This standardization of Friday open- 
ings will prevent a few layoffs, and a 
further layoff has been allewated by the 
switching of Baltimore and Washington 
on the route. Baltimore now precedes 
Washington on the route instead of fol- 
lowing it as heretofore. 


Palladium’s 3 Years 
Reviewed by Black 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—George Black, di- 
rector of the Palladium, looks back with 
justifiable pride to his three year’s 
achievement as the governing genius of 
what, even in the eyes of American per- 
formers who have appeared in Europe, 
is considered the mecca of modern 
vaude. 

The Palladium, with its program of a 
house dancing troupe and 10 or 11 inter- 
national acts, has done exceptional busi- 
ness since its reopening as a vaude the- 
ater September 3, 1928. Around $350,000 
a year has been paid in salaries. This 
figure is, of course, smaller than the 
Palace, New York, but considerably more 
than that of any other music hall. 

Jack Hylton’s Band, Jack Payne’s 
Band, Gracie Fields, George Robey; Lay- 
ton and Johnstone, Will Mahoney and 
Tallulah Bankhead have been the big- 
gest money-making attractions that 
Black has featured at the theater. 

The most trouble that the manage- 
ment has had with acts, especially im- 
ported attractions, is getting them to 
cut when necessary. Often this has 
led to a fierce argument, yet Black has 
won on every occasion except one. The 
exception, a well-known international 
act now featured in America, obstinately

Linder’s Idea 
Fails To Pass 


Indie agent wanted revival — 
of family time circuit— 
50 weeks mentioned 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Jack 
Linder, who was once on par with 
Fally Markus as the leading indie 
booker, was turned down 
Charles J. Freeman, RKO’s book- 
ing manager, on his proposition 
to revive the family time. Lin- 
der’s attempt to crash into RKO 
and cash in on the circuit’s vaude 
rep. dates back about two months, 

The indie booker’s approach to Free- 
man entailed the guarantee of bringing 
in at least 50 weeks of vaude time, which, 
considering the 5 per cent booking fee 
and 5 per cent from acts, would bring an 
additional income of $200,000 to the cir- 
cuit. Linder averaged the budgets be- 
tween $1,000 and $1,500. His expected 
cut was 25 per cent of the gross income, 
or $50,000 yearly. 

Freeman turned down the proposition 
on three counts. One was his opinion 
that the circuit itself cguld get any house 
Linder could get without Linder’s help; 
second is the fact that he wants no out- 
siders in the RKO booking office, and 
third was the high percentage asked by 
Linder. 

In Linder’s outline to Freeman he 
stated that he did not expect to book 
the houses he brought in, but would 
manage the department and B8cout for 
houses. He frankly admitted that a good 
number of indie operators he figured 
would sign with him if he was connected 
with RKO will not do so if he cannot 
provide vaude with the RKO stamp. 

RKO, incidentally, has two scouts out 
at present canvassing the indie field, one — 
in the East and another in the Midwest.

Four Casting Stars dbened. These boys 
have a casting routine that is better 
than the average, altho put over with a 
lack of speed that detracts from its effec- 
tiveness. A loop-the-loop finish sent 
them off to a splendid hand. 

In the deuce spot Joe Termini, while 
doing some good work, was the weakest 
act on the bill. He could be a knockout 
with his fiddling, banjo-plunking and 
guitar-strumming if his comedy were bet- 
ter. As it is he gets across only fairly 
well. 

Estelle Taylor was given @ fine recep- 
tion on her entrance. She is attractive 
and has an excellent voice, and the three 
songs she warbled were well received. 
Off to a big hand and had to return for 
a “thank you” speech. 

Conlin and Glass are not as funny as 
they used to be. The big specs, the 
shirt-tearing and all the rest of the ho- 
kum have begun to pall on the customers 
and it’s time the pair got some new ma- 
terial. Only scattering applause for their 
efforts. 

Closing the bill, Deno and Rochelle, 
pop. dance act, got across nicely.

The State is doing itself proud this 
week as far as “flesh” is concerned, with 
a 96-minute show on tap that is grand 
and glorious entertainment all the way.

Wallenda Troupe (quintet) provide a 
bit of circus atmosphere in the hello 
spot with their breath-taking aerial wire- 
walking novelty. What a keen sense of 
balance this troupe has, and they seem 
to be at home on a single strand of wire. 
They offer neat stunts, and plenty of 
showmanship in their handling. 

Lillian Dawson follows in an all-war- 
bling routine and keeps things hum- 
ming. She has a fair voice, but per- 
sonality and looks help her in getting 
over. She’s best in handling well-ar- 
ranged torch tunes. After a bit with 
Berle she left to good returns. 


Naomi Ray and Eddie Harrison dish 
laughs after Berle, ahead, had already 
got the audience in that frame of mind. 
The duo work real well in their biz with 
a plant. They are best as usual with 
their hoke ballet. Handed a good ap- 
plause bouquet at the bowoff. 

Milton Berle’s name is flashed on the 
annunciators in this spot, but six min- 
utes is all he does. A wise move, be- 
cause he does plenty before and after, 
and if he did more it would draw the 
show out too long. The folks laughed 
galore and palmed him plenty. 

Rosette and Luttman, aided by Grace 
and Beatrice Wylie, next-to-shut with a 
superb flash. These four people are tal- 
ented and the act is a perfectly pro- 
duced one. The skippers are sock 
dancers, and the Wylie girls are wows in 
harmony warbling. Applauded big. 

Harry Jans and Harold Whalen, aided 
by Helene Grant, were a laugh riot in 
the bye-bye frame. The boys are using 
some new stuff, and the beautiful 
Helene Grant is a great help to them.

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, September 19) 


A strong bill in entertainment value. Very satisfying thruout. Kate Smith is 
the only holdover, and Edward G. Robinson finally has arrived. House filled up 
slowly, but there is no cause to fear below-capacity business during the week. No 
newsreel during intermission, and not missed by anyone. This helped to let the 
show out at a reasonable hour and also precluded the possibility of the Robinson 
film excerpts being bungled. 

CHARLES CARRER breezed along in the opening spot with a well-presented 
assortment of juggling and kindred tricks, giving every evidence of being a finished 
artist at his trade. 


NAYAN PEARCE AND JAY VELIE, assisted by Dan Hurwyn and Robert Belden, 
were spotted rather early for their type of dance presentation, but the irrepressible, 
peppy style of Miss Pearce is bound to overcome any such obstacle. In this com- 
paratively new combination Velie tends to do the time-worn juvenile reverie sing- 
ing, while his partner does her stuff in the background for the most part, either 
as the subject of his dream, imagination or story. All of Miss Pearce’s dances are 
sold with all the vivaciousness in back of her personality and supple body. Un- 
usually clever is the acrobatic exhibition done on a scrim lattice work, representing 
a sea nymph caught in a net. 


RITCHIE CRAIG JR., assisted by an unbilled girl, began the first of a goodly 

series of laughs the show was yet to garner. Craig has manners and material that 
sometimes is reminiscent, but very nicely done, nevertheless. Girl of the stooge 
type ts clever, and also offers a bit of dance. The moments following the girl’s first 
departure might be strengthened a little as to a strong gag to again send his 
easy-going talk on its way with sufficient momentum. If the act ‘cs purposely 
slowed down to build up the manager’s “note,” it is doubtful if most of the patrons 
get it. 
\ HORACE HEIDT AND HIS CALIFORNIANS, as usual, had some new stuff up 
their sleeves. As a straight stage offering they can’t help but click with so fast 
and varied a routine, showing the versatility of the 14 men musically, as well as 
in comedy directions. While we wouldn’t swear for the playing of every musician 
when there is a switch to all hands at the brass, etc., the house orchestra covers 
it nicely and the boys surely believe in working, being in no hurry to leave. Lobo II, 
German shepherd dog, gives every indication of being just as fine a dog as his 
predecessor, but is still quick on the trigger, anticipating the commands. We 
would like to see the war business exchanged for something newer, and, lest we 
forget hand a bunch of posies to the cornetist who does the triple-tonguing 
solo. Closing the first half, the outfit scored a solid hit. 


CASTLETON, MACK AND OWEN, Lou Max and Mary, respectively, proved an 
exhilarating trip with a powerful punch in the way of physical comedy that goes 
in everybody’s language. The two boys are doing their legitimate and comedy 
hand-to-hand balancing and acrobatic stunts, heavily assisted by Miss Owen. 
The latter is a find, if ever there was one, and is unusual in her knockabout comedy 
efforts. This trio is red-hot material for any musical comedy right now. 

KATE SMITH followed. If anyone has been in the habit of following tough 
spots and getting over at once, it is this radio singer. The selections this week 
were well chosen, as was her black gown. Elmer Rogers, Martin Beck, the cashier 
from the old Wolpin Restaurant and a few other oldtimers say they can remember 
the Palace before Miss Smith moved in. 

EDWARD G. ROBINSON, legit actor and movie star, came onto e fine recep- 
tion and after he had done his stuff, left to applause even stronger. His talk 
concerns the gangster bits he did in pictures and the comedy effects on his private 
life, later screening a few excerpts of the films in question. The average patron, 
we believe, enjoyed the act immensely. 

OLVERA BROTHERS, with hand-to-hand balancing and perch act, closed the 
show, the brothers revealing a smart routine. M. H. SHAPIRO.

Bill Robinson’s new show, Hot From 
Harlem, furnishes the complete stage 
show here this week. Traveling Hus- 
bands is the talkie attraction. 

The Hot From Harlem show is a 
melange of singing, dancing and comedy 
and runs 80 minutes, with a cast of 24 
colored performers. Besides Robinson, 
there are seven other principals, but, 
naturally, the “Dark Cloud of Joy” is 
the highlight of the vehicle. He, him- 
self, furnishes the real entertainment of 
the offering and performs “all by his 
lonesome” for approximately 25 minutes 
of the running time. Outside of John 
Mason, principal comedian, who gets 
quite a few laughs, not much can be 
said of the remaining principals. A 
heavy-set dusky endeavors to put over 
a couple ballads, but, outside of having 
a strong voice, little can be said for his 
singing. 

The three leading women, all of whom 
endeavor to sing, are just so-so. 

Summing it all up, the company of 
23 merely form a background for the 
marvelous stepping, clever singing and 
joke-telling of Bill Robinson himself. 
As a vaudeville attraction it is some- 
what nil, as patrons much prefer to see 
a variety bill instead of a continuous 
musical comedy with little change. A 
good-looking chcrus of 12 highbrowns 
is one of the redeeming features, and 
they go thru their routines in prettv 
good style. There also are five male 
choristers in the turn who work with 
the female chorus in several ensemble 
numbers. The principals, outside of 
Robinson. are John Mason, Mary Prevall, 
Jimmy Baskette, Mabel Scott, Freddie 


The routine of Hot From Harlem is as 
follows: Opening number, a song and 
dance by one of the principal females, 
with the chorines coming on in an en- 
semble song and dance; number two, a 
comedy skit with three males and a girl 
that failed to get many laughs; number 
three, one of the male leads introduces 
Bill Robinson in song, following which 
Robinson does some of his marvelous 
tap dancing; number four, a heavy-set 
male sings in one I Surrender, Dear. 
He has no idea how to put over a song 
and his singing drags and bores toward 
the end of the long solo; number five, 
Bill Robinson again, in a clever song, 
some jokes and some more marvelous 
taps; number six, John Mason gives his 
conception of a colored camp meeting, 
in which he is assisted by the entire 
company; number seven, the chorus does 
a Tiller number in good time and uni- 
son; number eight, John Mason, assisted 
by the small comic of the troupe, in a 
comedy drunk skit; number nine, the 
“Dark Cloud of Joy” bowled them over 
with some more dancing. He used the 
steps in this number and showed tap 
dancing as never witnessed before here. 
He got a tremendous hand, after about 
10 minutes of continuous stepping. Altho 
he has a big company supporting him, 
he works hard every minute and does 
far more now than he did when he pre- 
sented his single turn. Number ten, 2 
male pianist and songster rendered a 
number which flopped. 


A singing and dancing ensemble, in 
which the entire company participates, 
closed the offering.

The Five Elgins, three boys and two 
girls, throw and juggle hats and Indian 
clubs and do it in such a manner as to 
draw frequent laughs and bountiful ap- 
plause. Turn is nicely dressed, and the 
quintet has a pleasant manner of work- 
ing. Numerous novel routines make for 
pleasing entertainment. Galloped off to 
merry handclapping. 

Steve Freda and Johnny Palace, wop 
dialect comedians, are back with their 
old act, Ketch On. Boys are there with 
the wop chatter, but are in need of 
better material. Hang up a fair bag of 
laughs with their comedy efforts, but 
not what they are capable of. However, 
the boys register solidly as soon as they 
go into their harmony singing. Took 
a brace of easy encores with their vocal 
gymnastics and could have remained on 


indefinitely. Applause lingered long 
after they were gone. 
Armida, cute little Spanish trick, 


show-stopped in number three. She 
sings in Spanish and English and dances 
a bit, too; all of it only fair stuff. How- 
ever, it’s not what she does but how she 
does it that gets her across. A male 
Pianist offers a piano solo, and a drum- 
mer and trumpeter offer a specialty from 
the pit. Armida grabbed herself an 
encore, for which she gave a rank im- 
personation of Dolores Del Rio and Lupe 
Velez. What seemed a fair getaway hand 
gradually developed into a legitimate 
show-stop. 

Frank Libuse offers a disjointed and 
noisy hoke session, which is good at 
times and equally as bad at others. The 
comedy business has been seen time and 
again by vaudeville audiences, but that 
didn’t keep this first-show delegation 
from laughing loudly and liberally at 
times. A stooge valet of gigantic pro- 
portions and a girl with a’ great big 
voice assist in the slam-bang potpourrL 
Girl has a great voice and should be 
given the opportunity to do at least 
one number legitimately. Her singing, 
with Libuse gesticulating from behind, 
drew the biggest laughs and proved an 
excellent exiter.

A Porcelain Romance proved a bang- 
up closing item. Turn opens with a bit 
of posing, with three males and three 
fems in Colonial attire. The Ganjou 
Brothers (three) and Louise Gay then 
swing into a quartet adagio routine that 
tops anything on the bill. Two unbillead 
maids sing classical airs thruout the 
Act pulled hand after 
band during the running and marched 
off to thunderous handclapping.

Zelda Brothers, working in neat black- 
and-white uniforms, opened with a please 
ing acrobatic-contortion routine on the 
boards and on trapeze. The one brother 
smacks them over with his walkoffs and 
his trapeze bit. An excellent contortion 
turn and a good helloer. 

Frank Conville, assisted by Sunny 
Dale and a big-eared stooge, precedes his 
flash act by dancing on with his usual 
hoke, gags and chatter. The girl puts 
over a song and dance to good returns, 
Conville’s Chaplin impersonation was 
neatly done and boosted the applause 
score. Conville continues his hoke dur- 
ing the singing and dancing of his flash, 
a cast of seven girls and two boys. A 
six-girl ensemble goes thru several 
timely numbers, but proved most ef- 
fective on a web. The trio, two boys and 
a girl, does a dandy stepping specialty, 
as did a male team. The girl’s single 
acrobatic contortion number was ex- 
ceptionally good.

Burns and Allen closed the session 
with nearly a show-stop.

House filling up rap- 
idly at the first show, with Bill Boyd, in 
The Big Gamble, the ‘screen attraction.

She is a willowy blond with a 
pleasant blues voice, but is handicapped 
by an uninspired delivery. Is better at 
pop songs than at specials, but can 
improve on both ends. 
. Don Santo and Exie followed and were 
the first real hit of the bill. Santo is 
@ versatile comedian and his refreshing 
and clever style draws a steady run of 
laughs. The dignified Exie is a good 
foil for Santo, the duo scoring heavily 
at this show. 

Lestra La Monte, a blond young man, 
leads the parade of models who display 
his latest crepe-paper gown creations. 
Scenery and gowns are lavish and the 
music is tuneful, but sock talent is lack- 
ing and there are dull moments. La 
Monte, who is an interesting female im- 
personator, changes to male clothing for 
the finale. Drew a big hand. 

Joe Browning, on after a heavy session 
of gowns and dances, was a welcome 
relief with his “timely sermon.” His 
chanting is not so strong, but the 
straight talk drew heavy laugh response 
and he easily kept the bill in high. 

Pasquali Brothers, three men, romp 
thru a varied routine of acro stunts.

A strong five-act layout of standard 
acts. Comedy delegated to “Slim” Tim- 
blin and Ray and Harrison, who did not 
fall down on the job, tho Timblin was 
the strongest and would have been more 
effective spotted next-to-closing. A three- 
quarters house saw the vaude and the 
Paramount flicker Secrets of a Secretary. 

Kitaro Japs, two males and a girl, 
handled the opening spot nicely. The 
males engage in Risley routines, with in- 
tentional stalling and misses for comedy 
purposes. They juggle a keg with un- 
usual dexterity and do other stunts that 
landed easily. 

Sandy Derson followed with a musical 
novelty act that has few letdowns. Der- 
son is a one-man orchestra, playing sev- 
eral instruments, and warbling and danc- 
ing in addition. Works up to a good 
climax with an old man impersonation 
and a triple-clarinet stunt. Drew a good 
hand here. 

Charles (Slim) Timblin was the wal- 
lop of the bill. His burlesque of a col- 
ored preacher and the reading of the 
Bible is nothing sort of hilarious. Dan- 
gerous subjects to burlesque, but Tim- 
blin manages not to offend. A boy and 
girl come on for the marriage ceremony 
bit that closed the act and sent the trio 
off to heavy palm-smacking.

Moss’ Broadway, N. Y. 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, Sept. 19) 

As a result of extensive advertising, 
well-placed publicity on the revue style 
of show headed by Joe E. Brown and the 
first run of Columbia’s Pagan Lady, this 
rejuvenated 1,900-seater gloried in 2 
capacity house at the first show. When 
the finale was reached there were plenty 
of standees in back of the glass parti- 
tion. Those in front of it were ex- 
tremely enthusiastic during the 85 min- 
utes of entertainment staged like a 
Broadway production and far ahead, even 
if less elaborate, than any of the main 
street de luxers and their presentations. 

The “nut” of the show appears ter- 
ribly high for a popular-priced theater, 
but at four shows a day there is more 
than an even chance to turn a good 
profit if the crowds come near as large 
as the one which attended the opening 
matinee. 

Cast of the show includes Joe E. 
Brown, Jack Pepper, the Brox Sisters 
and the Maxellos as acts. Specialists are 
William Langan, Dorothy Dare, Maxine 
Carson, singers, and the soloists with the 
Albertina Rasch ensemble of 18. Alex- 
ander Leftwich, legit producer, staged 
the affair; Albertina Rasch arranged the 
dances; music and lyrics by Harry Revel 
and Mack Gordon; sketches by Sid 
Silvers, and scenery by Joseph Teichner. 
Edward J. Kay is conducting the 17-piece 
pit orchestra. 

The first performance did not follow 
the program of the advertised 12-scene 
revue. Two of the sketches by Silvers 
were not used, probably to save time, 
but were hardly missed. The staging of 
two good songs provided by Revel and 
Gordon is excellent. The first, Keep My 
Heart Under ¥our Pillow, came at the 
opening, with Maxine Carson holding a 
song-phone conversation with William 
Langan while lying in a gigantic bed. 
Out of this comes the Rasch dancers for 
their only real good routine of the show. 
The second song is If I Could Live My 
Life All Over, sung by Dorothy Dare and 
William Langan. 

Jack Pepper and two not-so-good 
stooges are spotted second and the Brox 
Sisters third. This makes for three re- 
peats in singing, but even this is not so 
glaringly terrible. Joe E. Brown is 
spotted fifth and rang up a decisive 
show-stop at the first show. Brown. is 
ingratiatingly funny and tops his first 
appearance with some good eccentric 
dancing. Following him comes the ship 
scene and song, and then Jack Pepper 
again with just one stooge at the piano 
for an appealing delivery of I Surrender, 
Dear. His assist does some combo piano 
and violin playing. The two males with 
Pepper are programed as Sam Pokrass 
and Sam Cantor. 

The Brox Sisters and the Albertina 
Rasch dancers figure in what is probably 
the most striking scene of the revue and 
good enough to have graced any legit 
production. This takes place on a board- 
walk, with the Brox Sisters wheeled in 
on a wheelchair to sing Hum a Tune and 
the Rasch girls coming on in the same 
manner for a tap routine, with one girl 
soloing. Precision of the troupe, how- 
ever, was not so good. 

Only one blackout is portrayed, this by 
Brown, Langan and Maxine Carson. It 
is one of the angles on the wife-shooting 
angle and would have been a good laugh 
if Brown’s gun had not misfired a couple 
of times. The Maxellos follow this and 
for a real sock in the show. The Risley 
workers are excellently spotted for their 
own applause good and towards the 
finale get plenty laughs in clowning with 
Brown. The finale has everybody on in 


roof-cafe set and is a colorful ending for 
a good pop show. 

Costuming, which was supervised and 
designed by Florence Leftwich and Rob- 
ert Stevenson, is excellent, as is the 
mounting of the Moss Varieties. 

Moss just missed giving the Palace 
operators and bookers something to 
worry about.

Keith’s Franklin, N. Y. 
(Reviewed Monday Evening, Sept. 14) 


Dirigible’s lengthy running time sliced 
the vaude program from six to five turns 
at this spot, with no harm done the 
stage half. In fact, this bill was better 
by far than the majority of six-act 
shows seen here in the past. Content 
Was the type this nabe goes for, which 
may explain the layout’s excellent out- 
look. Bobby Pinkus, headlining hokist, 
tied the show into a three-minute knot 
in the closing berth. They were applaud- 
ing for an encore long after a trailer 
advertising the Pa'*ce show went on. 
Running time was 70 minutes. 

Rita Del Gardi, femme magician, 
opens her turn like the start of a flash 
act, switching to “full stage” and the 
stunts for a sucprise. Two girls handle 
her props. Novelty of a woman doing 
this type of novelty, especially one of 
such neat appearance, makes this act 
highly playable. Her tricks are okeh 
and well presented. 

The Five Musketeers showed something 
new in the way of a harmony act and 
bowed off as a result to a near show- 
stop. With one of them at a piano 
thruout and silent, the remaining four 
deliver a trial in song of the murder of 
Old Man River and a card game. A 
similar bit to the latter, however, was 
done by another orchestra act. Voices 
of the four vocalists are good both with 
the specials and pops. 

Frank Melino and Company would 
have a corking comedy and dancing act 
if not for the old and evidently lifted 
gags. One such is a sock in Charles 
(Slim) Timblin’s turn, anent Eve's leaf. 
Melino is capable, which makes the old 
gags less excusable. A boy and girl give 
him fair support. Applause was big. 

Eddie Edinboro and the New Orleans 
Wildcats brought Harlem dive music, 
singing and so-so dancing into the 
Bronx. Act needs dressing and tighten- 
ing and is a near counterpart of the 
Washboard Four, also in vaude. A girl 
and boy do the dancing, with the latter 
the only one of the two worth while 
thru sock knéeebreaks. Band consists of 
five sepians, two at pianos and the other 
three at washboard, guitar and kazoo. 
Their music and singing was hot enough 
to draw a show-stop from the three- 
quarter house. 

Bobby Pinkus, assisted by Isabelle 
Dwan, closed. RKO would probably have 
a new headliner if the standard bearer 
was given a week, with probable hold- 
overs, at the Palace. He is a first-rate 
nut comedian, and Miss Dwan, a volup- 
tuous blonde, does well with high kick- 
ing besides throwing him for neck- 
breaking falls.

RKO Jefferson, N. Y. 
(Reviewed Monday Evening, Sept. 14) 

Vaude down from eight to seven acts 
because of the long running time of the 
Columbia special, Dirigible. Bill mounts 
rapidly after the strong opening act, 
reaching its peak in midportion and 
slumping after that. Hugh Skelly, in 
fourth spot, was the big wallop of the 
bill, giving the 14th Street crowd the 
hoke comedy it always goes for. With 
sure-fire hoke, Sam Kenny will never 
have to do much worrying about pleas- 
ing this mob. At this show the house 
was about three-quarters full. 

Marino and Mona followed a strong 
novelty overture by Bob Stanley’s crew 


and scored heavily. They offer a series 
of colorful interpretive dances and are 
assisted by a blond singer and dancer, 
who is the standout of the act with her 
Garboish personality, and by a male 
pianist. 

Margaret Padula, hefty singer, pleased 
with her warbling of pops. and specials, 
but weakens the act by the too-frequent 
harping cn her Hollywood picture mak- 
ing. Boy pianist assists ably. the turn 
winding up with a trailer showing Miss 
Padula in Hit the Deck. 

Benny Ross, former picture house 
emsee, is certainly at home in vaude. 
Opens with a flock of impressions of 
Broadway celebrities that are really good 
and closes with crossfire with a “Dumb 
Dora.” A colcred boy .is brought on for 
an encore dance. Ross could have played 
further down the bill. 

Hugh Skelly, a capable eccentric cO0- 
median, heads a. strong comedy flash, 
assisted by Harry Shields and three 
girls. Song and dance numbers are mild, 
but the comedy bits, especially the 
"honeymoon broadcast,” are punchy. 
Drew plenty of laughs and closed to a 
heavy hand. 

Joe Darcey, blackened up and in good 
voice, followed and pleased with his war- 
bling and chatter. Does not use Negro 
dialect, his blackening up evidently in- 
tended as atmosphere for his singing. 
Comedy chatter is mild and act could 
stand strengthening. 

Alfred Latell enthused the customers 
with his impersonation of Bonz, @ 
lovable mutt. Latell gives a faithful 
display of the dog, with only a few 
variations for comedy purposes. Sylvan 
Dell assists. 

Castleton, Mack and Owen closed 
strong. Their rough-house acrobatics and 
mauling are nothing short of brutal at 
times, but they are always funny, which 
is the important thing. Mary Owen 
shines at taking falls, while he boys 
scored with their slow-motion bit.

Benny Ross 

Reviewed at the RKO Jefferson. Style 
—Comedy, singing and dancing. Setting

Benny Ross is a former picture-house 
emsee that rolled up long runs at the 
houses he played. In vaude he should 
be a welcomed addition, for he has tal- 
ent and experience. His voice is vibrant 
and just right for dramatic numbefs, 
while his personality is likable and de- 
cidedly winning. 


Ross opens with a short spiel about 
those film premieres which are attended 
by movie stars. This is the cue for 
Ross’ giving impersonations of theatri- 
cal celebrities—Jessel, Richman, Cheva- 
lier, Jolson and Tito Ruffo. All are 
done by varying his method of singing 
and are close impersonations instead of 
burlesques. A tall blonde is then brought 
on for a bit of acro dancing and the 
conventional Dumb Dora gag session. 
This bit, while old as grandma’s Easter 
bonnet, still gets laughs. For a close 
Ross goes in for a dramatic warble. A 


slow and heavy closing, but it landed 
here. 


As a “surprise” encore, a colored boy is 
brought on for a fast tap number. On 
the whole the act is strong entertain- 
ment, with the impersonations and 
warbling the highlights. The chatter, 
however, is a decided letdown.

A good many of the stunts are routine 
magical’ tricks, such as making flower- 
pots appear on empty trays and pulling 
silk scarfs and birds out of shallow 
cabinets. Her best stunts include the 
illusion of making two birds disappear 
in a collapsible cabinet table, and the 
swallowing of needles and thread and 
pulling them out of her mouth threaded. 
This is her finale. 

Act can stand more speed and a black 
instead of colored cyc.

Terrell and Fawcett 
Reviewed at the Hippodrome Style— 
Comedy acrobatic. Setting—In one, Time 
—Five minutes. 


Only five minutes to this one, but 
enough for both the performers and the 
audience. After five minutes of mauling 
each other brutally, the two boys are 
probably glad to get away for a few soaks 
of liniment. This is one of those comedy 
acrobatic turns in which athletic boys 
fiy at each other for the sake of extract- 
ing laughs. Nothing new in vaudcville, 
tho it seems the boys are getting rougher 
with each new act, but not necessarily 
funnier.

Weak bank roll plus two weeks of hot weather almost 
downs circuit for the 10 count—I. H. Herk is optimistic 
on eventual prosperity of new burlesque wheel 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—The New Columbia Circuit took it on 
the chin and went down for a count of nine during the unusual two- 
week hot weather spell just passed, but now is up and trying hard to 
win a decision in the way of putting the circuit over. Present indica- 
tions reveal that it has a fighting chance, even tho there is not much 


financial backing behind it to help 
for the burly comeback. In view 
of the uncertainty of the circuit, 
it has been revealed that no more 
houses will be added to the route 
until prospects appear better. I. H. 
Herk, president, has seven houses he 
could bring in right now, but is not do- 
ing it because his present viewpoint is 
quite different from the one he nad dur- 
ing his operation of Mutual. That is, 
he sees no sense in taking on a lot of 
houses and then, thru necessity, having 
to drop them. 

The circuit is banking strongly on a 
break in weather to help it out of 
the rut, with good business expected to 
be done by the shows, as reports_on them 
have been most favorable. There were 
15 out last week. They were Step Lirely 
Girls, Pleasure Seekers, Big Fun Show, 
Hi Ho Everybody, Playin’ Around, Foot- 
light Flashes, Hindu Belles, Satan’s 
Daughters, Too Hot for Paris, Big Revue, 
Facts and Figures, Giggles, Rumba Girls, 
Bohemians and Suger Babies.

Cast is truly a strong one, headed by 
Steppe, of course, whose Hebe comedy is 
famous and who works with Ned Dandy 
in about all of his scenes. Dandy is 
no slouch as the second comic and both 
make a team worth going miles to see.

Feminine leads are no lesser lights in 
their respective places in the _ cast. 
Jerri McCawley, soubret, is the featured 
woman. Arda Karlova, Sally O’Donnell 
and Gladys McCormack are the strip 
women in support of Jerri, and what a 
classy trio they make. Each has a tech- 
nique of her own, and all can sing and 
otherwise sell their stuff for the limit. 
The chorus of 18 nifty steppers are sec-

ond to none. They have voices, are not 
afraid to use them, and not a few give 
every promise of entering the principal 
class in another season or two. All of 
the numbers are gorgeous as to costumes 
and scenery. We doubt if any other cir- 
cuit shows have gone for as much money 
in that direction as this troupe. That 
also goes for the costumes of the 
principals. 

In this case all of the bits or scenes 
are loaded with laughs and with humor 
of the kind that does not always resort 
to the usual rough business. All of 
which makes this the type of show that 
can reach out and bring in others than 
regular burly fans. Steppe and his com- 
pany go in for changes in outfits which 
are a laugh in themselves, and they 
change often. The celery-tonic scene, 
done by Steppe, Hall, Benson, O’Donnell 
and Karlova, is a belly-laugh proposition 
from the time it starts to the finish. 
Every time Steppe socked the old geezer 
on the head with a stalk of celery it was 
a wow. In this scene, particularly, the 
fine straight and talking ability of the 
women showed to great advantage. An- 
other riot was the “rise of the goldbirds,” 
with Steppe and Dandy working in upper 
boxes, with Hall doing straight on the 
stage as a hypnotist. In contrast to the 
other scenes, the “Wine, Women and 
Silence” scene was done in pantomime 
and cleverly. 

Harry Reymond, who runs a bur- 
lesque house like it should be run, aug- 
ments the wheel shows with a house 
chorus of eight pips and two strippers, 
Frances Parks and “Peaches.” As usual, 
Julie Zep, little blond rhythmic wiggler 
of the chorus, captivated her audience. 
There is not a weak spot in the entire 
running time of the entertainment as 
to either the chorus, principals or ma- 
terial. Dialog is credited to Charles 
Hendricks, who handed out a neat job. 

The show has everything, comics who 
are really funny, straight men who know 
their onions, beautiful strippers who can 
sing and put a number over with a sock 
and a chorus that means something.

Six houses cut salaries of 
pit men to satisfy bur- 
lesque operators 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19. — Six 
burly houses around town, five 
playing New Columbia Circuit 
shows, and the Republic, have 
benefited from a meeting held 
Wednesday between I. H. Herk 
and officials of Local 802 of the 
Musicians’ Union, with Billy 
Minsky sitting in. Outcome of 
the confab was an appreciable re- 
duction in salary of pit crews in the 
Republic, Apollo, Irving Place, Central 
and Star and Gayety, Brooklyn. 

The meeting was arranged at the re- 
quest of I. H. Herk, who saw the need 
of cutting expenses of his circuit to the 
bone. After he explained to the union 
officials how conditions stood in burly 
and the necessity of co-operation from 
their organization so that burly can 
carry on, he was asked how much of @ 
cut he desired. When specified, the cut 
was considered unreasonable, but later 
conceded. 

The cut in the wage scale of pit crews 
is most unusual at this time when labor 
organizations have consistently held to 
a standardization of wages and often 
went so far as to strike to adhere to that 
viewpoint. Besides, the cut at these burly 
houses was made in view of an existing 
contract which still has a year to run.

Firm To Book 


Indie Theaters 


Company claims to control six houses in New York— 
more slated to come—will also book thru two major 
circuits—seen as aid to independents 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Independent houses, both in New 
York and out of town, will be able to secure attractions thru a new 
booking agency. R. Victor Leighton and George Leffler have or- 
ganized a firm to aid indie producers in obtaining the best terms 
available in both Shubert and Erlanger houses, and also in indie 


houses of which they have the 
booking privileges. The plan will 
not, as was announced this week, 
be confined to New York alone. 
It will extend to independent 
theaters on the road, with Leighton and 
Leffier expecting from that source the 
biggest portion of their patronage. 

As explained by the sponsors, the new 
firm in no way presupposes any compe- 
tition with the two existing combines. It 
will act, they say, as a service bureau or 
medium of exchange for house owners 
and producers; tho the service will ex- 
tend to the field of booking a manager's 
show on the road thru either of the 
larger established circuits that he may 
desire. Leighton and Leffler believe that, 
due to their extended experience in the 
field, they can materially aid the pro- 
ducer with his booking problems. 


Previously, in New York, independent 
house owners were hard put to it to ob- 
tain shows for their theaters, often being 
forced to take a financial interest in a 
production, merely in order to fill the 
house with some sort of attraction. In 
most cases the procedure proved dis- 
astrous to both managers and house own- 
ers. With the new firm, it is expected on 
Broadway that indie theaters will get 
better terms and treatment. 

The advantages which are commonly 
figured to accrue to the producer include 
the ability to book his show for an ex- 
tended tour, using both the Erlanger and 
Shubert houses, combined with as many 
independents as he desires. Formerly, if 
a manager wanted to play indie houses 
on the road, he had first to go to the 
expense of sending out a man to contact 
the theater owners. This will be un- 
necessary now if Leighton and Leffler, as 
they claim, hold the needed franchises. 


At present the new firm claims to con- 
trol six houses in New York, and expects 
to acquire more in afew days Sponsors, 
however, refused to reveal the names of 
the theaters or whether the service would 
be rendered on a percentage basis or @ 
flat fee system. 

Gus Pitou, of the Erlanger office, re- 
fused to make any statement concern- 
ing the new firm, Jules Murry, of the 
Shuberts, refused to make an official 
statement, but said that he thought the 
plan was a good idea that should prove 
beneficial to the industry. He said that 
he saw no competition to his firm in it, 
and wished Leighton and Leffler the best 
of luck. 


“Teapot” Off for Revision 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19. — After trying 
show for a week at Brandt’s Boulevard, 
Jackson Heights, Harry Moses has de- 
cided that Tempest in a Teapot, Bruno 
Frank comedy, does not, in its present 
form, measure up to satisfactory stand- 
ards. Snow will therefore be temporarily 
withdrawn tonight, pending revision. 
Moses is one of street’s few producers 
willing to admit that postponement can 
be caused by deficiencies in script. 


Author Wallops Critic as 
Show Closes for Revision 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Sing High, 
Sing Low, comedy by David Boehm and 
Murdock Pemberton, closes for repairs 
tonight after a week at the Majestic, 
Brooklyn, while Walter Hart, called in 
by the management for constructive 
criticism, nurses a badly socked jaw. 
Cemedy, which is first production of 
Walker Towne, Inc., didn’t go as well as 
expected, and Hart was asked for an 
opinion. He gave it, and in no uncer- 
tain terms, to Boehm, as they were 
standing backstage after the show, and 
Boehm let loose a haymaker to Hart's 
jaw. Hart will not institute suit. 

Meanwhile the cast of the show will 
be paid tonight out of bond posted with 
Equity, with expectation that manage- 
ment will apply for permission to reopen 
in several weeks. Payoff eats up en- 
tire present Equity bond, since, accord- 
ing to rules, players get two weeks’ sal- 
ary for their single week in Brooklyn. 
Show was originally set to open at the 
Sam H. Harris Theater Wednesday. 


Kallesser Play for Paglia 
NEW YORE, Sept. 19.—Amos Paglia, 
vaude casting agent, will turn legit pro- 
ducer for Michael Kallesser’s next opus, 
The Wall Between, which Kallesser au- 
thored with Lawrence B. Wallis.

He recently performed a similar 
service in the revival of An American 
Tragedy. 


Baron Back Again This Season 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Henry Baron, 
who has been absent from the ranks of 
producers for the last three years, due to 
illness, will again be represented this 
season, with a play as yet untitled. 
Baron's last was The Silver Boz. 


One-Show Press Agents Starve 


As Managers Double on a Few 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19—Press agents 
contrglling several accounts are creating 
havoc among their ilk and are daily 
adding to the misery by tying up more 
producers, the latter figuring that such 

,tieups are for their own good. Indie 
managers feel that they have better 
chances of grabbing space with the 
dailies when their show is handled by 
an agent who works for other producers, 
one reason being that they believe the 
agent can indirectly influence editors by 
delivering inside stories. 

Meanwhile those agents who were for- 
merly satisfied to handle one show are 
now in a tough spot. Many of them 
have reached the stage where they are 
thankful to get an occasional story to 
write for the men who have corralled 
most of the business. But this work is 
uncertain, and the price per story has 


gone down to a low level; and the work 
is paid for only if the big shot is suc- 
cessful in placing the material in the 
dailies. 

Press agents who in former seasons 
were too proud or indifferent to handle 
personal accounts are now seen flock- 
ing about the stage doors waiting to 
see stars and near-stars, even extras, on 
the chance that they may be able to 
get a few dollars from them on the 
promise that they will build up the 
actor’s reputation. Three formerly high- 
priced press agents have recently been 
known to have solicited people in vari- 
ous shows for accounts at as low as $15 
a week. 

A major part of the bigger and better 
manager accounts is now being handled 
by a half dozen men, and the situation 
shows no signs of changing. 


‘Scandals’ Aid 
To Ticket Men 


Broker situation otherwise 
looks black—lack of dra- 
matic hits felt 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—New 
life has been injected into the 
ticket brokers with the advent of 
the “Scandals,” up to the present 
week the situation having been. 
plenty black to the majority of 
them. The only agency call of the 
new season was for the “Vani- 
ties,” and was limited to a small 
number who were in on the buy. 
The brokers had almost nothing to offer 
their charge accounts in the way of dra- 
matic shows, with the possible exception 
of Cloudy With Showers, and that with 
very little call. . 

Most of the brokers claim that, had 
the Scandals not come along, they would 
have closed up shop to save the over- 
head, and that despite the Vanities and 
the Follies. The former claimed not so 
profitable, because demand is only for 
the first 10 rows, and the latter drawing 
mostly out-of-towners. 

The biggest setback the brokers have 
received has been the complete absence 
of a definite dramatic hit, which in the 
long run can be counted on to prove the 
biggest money maker for them. They 
are not too optimistic about those that 
are now in the try-out stage. Their cry 
is that there have been no shows to keep 
the wolf from the door during the sum- 
mer months, and that, even after paring 
down the expenses to the bone, they have 
suffered huge losses. And if the situa- 
tion continues any length of time they 
will have no chance to recoup, 


“Vision” First Big Flop 


NEW YORK, Sept. 129.—Tell a Vision, 
Major J. Andrew White’s disastrous radio 
musical, which finishes its second Boston 
try-out week tonight, folds, as expected. 
Tt is first big musical turkey of season, 
costing, according to reports, more than 
100 grand. Equity again paid salaries 
out cf posted bond this week, with 
White himself reported as heaviest loser, 
having invested his own dough in show. 
His troubles with Rosetta Duncan, his 
star, were straightened out this week 
without recourse to Equity. 


David’s First To Start 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19. — Benjamin 
David's first production of the season 
will be Big City, by Joseph Brenner, 
which goes into rehearsal September 20. 
Reported that Paramount will be in- 
terested.

After George White smashed the sea- 
son wide open with the hit of his Scan- 
dals Monday night, Aarons & Freedley 
crumbled off a few more edges with their 
Singin’ the Blues, which they brought to 
the Liberty Wednesday. The show is 
described as a melodrama with music, 
and thought of, therefore, as something 
of an innovation. For it is a melodrama, 
uncoubtedly, acted by such grand 
straight actors as Frank Wilson, Jack 
Carter, Isabell Washington and Percy 
Verwayen, and its’ music merely hangs 
by the teeth to the edges of the blood 
and thunder. 


The purist (but who wants to be a 
purist anyhow?) can object to the “melo- 
drama with music” rating. Melodrama, 
in its original sense, meant merely drama 
with music. Later on the cheaper shows 
only were bolstered up with tunes, and 
gradually gave rise to the modern mean- 
ing of meller. It’s no novelty that 
Aarons & Freedley are presenting; it’s 
just the revival of an old custom. 


And, watching Singin’ the Blues, one 
can realize why the custom was dropped; 
for, always, it seems a shame to break 
up the grand show with the revue acts; 
and a similar shame to break up the 
grand revue acts with the show. Just as 
one angle of the production is wrapping 
up the customer interest and carrying 
it off, it’s tripped up by the other angle. 
Tho that is by no means to say that 
Singin’ the Blues isn’t a good show. 

It retails again the now fairly familiar 
seamy side of Harlem night club life.

Jimmy Williams (Frank Wilson) has shot 
@ cop in Chicago, and escaped to New 
York with his crap-game winnings. In a 
Harlem dive he meets Susie Blake (Isa- 
bell Washington), one of the enteftain- 
ers, and falls in love with her and she 
with him. The cops being after him, 
he hides in her room for two weeks—a 
goodly session, certainly—without telling 
her what he’s done. Susie’s ex-night club 
boss (Jack Carter) wants her to come 
back to him, and to that end tries to 
railroad Jimmy into the hands of the 
law. But, in a weak last scene, the em- 
battled sweeties stick wp the threat at 
the end of his Own gun, and escape to 
a hideaway deep down in Mammy-Land. 


It is that weak last scene which nearly 
spoils what would otherwise have been 
e@ highly effective meller. For it is based 
on nothing much that has gone before, 
and seems to have been rung in merely 
because McGowan realized that the eve- 
ning was getting late, and that he’d have 
to clean things up. It’s a way out, 
rather than a climax, and it’s a pity 
that it should be used to close so other- 
wise effective an evening. Characters and 
situations have both been built nicely 
up to then, and at the last they are scat- 
tered and dissolved in the unconnected 
denouement. 

In any case, perhaps, the undoubted 
effect of the meller was due more to the 
splendidly theatrical staging of Bertram 
Harrison and to the acting of the capa- 
ble cast than it was to the script. Harri- 
son made effects where there were no 
effects before. In one scene, as Jimmy 
and the night club boss play hide and 
seek with pointed pistols in Susie’s room, 
no word is spoken for a good 1 minutes. 
And the effect created left the audience 
limp. That, ladies and gentlemen, is 
theater. 

Wilson is, to this department at least, 
one of the half-dozen best actors on the 
stage. The deep sincerity and huge ef- 
fectiveness that he can throw into dhy 
role, however tawdry, is startling. He 
would, I think, make even the terrific 
sketches of Fast and Furious seem im- 
portant. As you watch him, in the pres- 
ent piece, jerking out tensely quiet 
phrases from tight, fear-torn lips, you 
see acting as its height. 


Isabell Washington is far better in her 
love scenes than in her more emotional 
moments, tho those sensuously tender 
Passages might make up for a greater 
lack than ever she shows. Her sister, 
Fredi, is one gorgeous gal, judged by any 
standards—tho her acting isn’t up to 
Tsabell’s. 


As far as the musical angle goes, it is 
easy to see, what with the night club 
locale, how it could be mixed and inter- 
‘woven in the story. It is excellent enter- 
tainment, far better than the usual 
straight colored revue, and includes such 
standouts as Eubie Blake and his band, 
Wen Talbert’s Choir, Bruce Johnson's 
Washboard Serenaders and the Four Flash 
Devils. The last-named are nothing 
short of sensational, smashing thru with 
a third-act routine that had the crowd 
practically on its feet. The title piece 
(Singin’ the Blues, of course) is a grand 
number, put over for all it was worth 
and then some. It’s sure to be heard 
everywhere in a few weeks. 


And, while on the musical angle, some 
mention should be made of the wildly 
torso-tossing dancing couples in the dive 
scene, who made the dual spine-wiggling 
at the rent party in Ed Blatt’s Harlem 
seem like an old-fashioned waltz. 

Some day Aarons & Freedley should 
put on a regular colored revue. Mean- 
while, they’ve got a good show at the 
Liberty—good in two divergent ways.

It’s a slightly insane, mildly sentimen- 
tal comedy of Buda-Pesth that Chester 
Erskin has brought to the Times Square 
Theater as his first independent produc- 
tion, a comedy which at times rises to a 
poignantly wistful beauty, at times de- 
scends to sheer, nonsensical farce, and 
at times stretches dully over acre after 
acre of uninspired and boring dialog. 
The name of it is 1 Love An Actress, it 
was written by a young Hungarian called 
Laszlo Fodor (mistakenly hailed as a sec- 
ond Molnar), and adapted and staged by 
Mr. Erskin himself. 

It is a fable of Everyman, released for 
once from his inhibitions; a fable of 
Everyman as he sees himself in his inner, 
secret mind, loving, pursuing and ulti- 
mately winning the actress of his dreams. 
Everyman in this case is a young engi- 
neer named George, surely the pestiest 
of the Buda-Pesths. He sees his actress, 
Eva Sandor, on the stage, and thereafter 
follows her about the streets, into restau- 
rants and theaters, everywhere, in fact, 
that she goes. 

He finally breaks into her home as she 
is seriously debating whether she will 
accept the offer of marriage made by 
Willie Strauss, who seems to own every 
corporation in Hungary. As he proudly 
announces, all of the gasoline of the 
nation, even, flows thru him. But young 
and insanely persistent George finally 
gets into Eva’s villa, stays until the last 
guest is gone, and then tells, as he has 
told before, of his love. In a charmingly 
wistful, sentimental scene, he very nearly 
wins his actress to him. The twinkling, 
Buda-Pesth stars, you see, are shining up 
above, the season is spring, and George 
and Eva are young. But in the end she 
sends him to her bedroom to wait for 
her, locks him in, and goes to the home 
of a friend. 


The next day, she is set to leave for 
Italy with Willie. George meets her at 
the station to plead his cause again, but 
she wishes him a fond and sad good-by, 
leaving him, to go to the train. and Willie. 
Then, at the last moment, George decoys 
her out again, and manages to win a kiss 
as ‘the train gates close. And Eva, left 
behind, writes herself a postcard, saying 
that she is going to spend the summer 
with her fiance, a nice young engineer. 

That postcard bit might have been 
nauseously Winniether-Poohish, and it is 
no mean tribute to the direction—and 
especially to the acting—that it emerges 
as something charming. The acting, in 
fact, probably accounts for much of the 
delight of the play’s better portions. For 
Muriel Kirkland, as Eva, and Walter 
Abel, as George, played beautifully thru- 
out, dwelling upn tender nuances and 
creating wistfully pastel effects. 

But the play, it is to be feared, was 
something more than charming; it was 
also extremely dull. And for this young 
Mr. Erskin must take the blame, for he 
adapted, directed and produced it. The 
slender thread of story is stretched thru

It is this corner’s unpleasant duty to 
report that Fast and Furious, the colored 
revue that Forbes Randolph brought to 
the New Yorker Tuesday, was neither of 
those things. Starting off as something 
almost unbelievably bad, it built up by 
the end of its first half into very passable 
entertainment, and then the long, dull 
stretches of the second section took away 
whatever pleasant taste there might have 
been. It was, in short, pretty poor—and 
yet it had its moments. 

What moments there were, however, 
suffered in the general ineptitude of pro. 
duction. Aside from the fact that the 
germs of often excellent ideas were buried 
time and again in unimaginative writing 
and trite and terrific stagings, the actual 
physical end of the show went cockeyed 
now and then. The latter lent a sort of 
zest to the proceedings and a bit of ex- 
citement. One never knew in the middle 
of what scene a heavy curtain somewhere 
backstage would descend with a theater- 
rocking thump, or On what exit the 
chorus girls would get mixed up and fall 
over one another in the wings. 

Mr. Randolph tried to give his cuse 
tomers everything—and the not unexe- 
pected result was that he gave them very 
little. The evening’s dainties ranged 
from a bout between America’s only pair

An independent production produced 
by M. H. Hoffman, with a Paramount 
release with an all-feminine cast. That 
is the original part of this picture. There 
are some male voices heard or male 
bodies seen moving across the screen, 
but never are their faces seen. 


The picture is another war story, 
fashioned something after War Nurse, 
showing the woman's side of the war, 
minus all of the nauseating details of 
the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer opus of a few 
months ago.

An amusing concoction, with Robert 
Woolsey, Bert Wheeler and Dorothy Lee 
in the leading roles, with a, supporting 
cast including Lucy Beaumont. Jason 
Robards, DeWitt Jennings and Charles 
Middleton. This picture brings the 
Woolsey-Wheeler combination to the 
screen in a new method. It has Woolsey 
doing the comedy, with Wheeler playing 
a light juvenile role. Perhaps it is better 
than their former combinations, for in 
trying to give both of the players too 
many laughs the plot became inane and 
situations forced. 

Here we have one of those ‘stories that 
bears a slight resemblance to Turn to 
the Right, minus the crook angle, or 
some of the George M. Cohan plays of 
a long time ago, It is an innocuous 
Offering with a little above the average 
story than most of the Wheeler-Woolsey 
vehicles. In fact, it has more story, 
where former ones seemed like a series 
of gags and blackouts, rather ordinarily 
continuized. Some of the gags are kind 
of hoary with the so-ealled proverbial 
beard, but the picture will have interest 
for the average movie fan and turns out 
to be a fair programer. 

Woolsey gives his usual type of char- 
acter portrayal—eccentric and fast mov- 
ing and gets his gags over in nice style. 
Wheeler is making quite a good juvenile, 
possessing a sense of comedy that the 
average juvenile player seems to lack. 
Miss Lee is fetching with her hair blond 
in this one instead of brunet. Lucy 
Beaumont, always counted on for a good 
portrayal, is excellently cast in a lovable, 
motherly role, while Jason Robards gets 
by nicely in the heavy character. Wil- 
liam Seiter has handled the direction 
capably. 

Story is by Douglas MacLean, who a 
few years ago was something as a screen 
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comic himself. He has developed his 
situations nicely. Story tells of two 
mets Yee coger performers, Woolsey 
and eeler, who land in a strange 
town, bluffing their way without a dime 
in their jeans. While on a street car 
they find another passenger, an elderly 
woman, sobbing. They inquire and find 
she is about to lose her drug store on 
account of a mortgage. So the boys 
practically adopt the old lady and start 


to put the drug store on a paying basis.” 


This they do and soon the man holding 
the mortgage tries to force his payments, 
acting a friend of the old lady, when 
he really wants the property as he has 
information that a corporation wants to 


purchase it. Seeing he cannot beat them,. 


he maneuvers so that they are sold a 
lemon syrup for their soda fountains 
that is well mixed with booze. The 
chief of police arrives fo pull the old 
lady for running a speakeasy. However, 
the two comics outwit the villain, show 
him up as the guy who is manufacturing 
the syrup, save the property and every- 
thing ends with a smile. The romance 
is between Wheeler and Miss Lee, who 
is the sheriff's daughter, and is also 
sought by the villain. Wheeler gets her. 


“Alexander Hamilton” 
(WARNER BROS.-VITAPHONE) 
At the Hollywood 
Producer’s footage, 6,523. Time, 74 
minutes.

Inimitable George Arliss again displays 
his versatility in a role that is vastly 
different from the numerous ones that 
he has brovight to the screen in the last 
few years. One never tires of Arliss’ 
characterizations. Thru this, if not for 
his great ability of portrayal, Arliss has 
managed to keep wide interest in himself 
and his different vehicles. 

As one gleans from the title, this one 
harks back to the days of the Revolution 
—just at the close of the war and the 
dangerous times that followed. Times 
that were fraught with political machi- 
nations, just as they are today, accord- 
ing to the vehicle that has been con- 
structed by Arliss and Mary Hamlin, 
credited as coauthors of the opus. While 
it may not coincide with what we Amer- 
Acans have been made to believe accord- 
ing to history, particularly in the char- 
acter drawing of Thomas Jefferson, the 
picture still is interesing and is delight- 
fully played with a sly humor by the 
star. 

The chief characters of the play in- 
clude, besides the star—Thomas Jeffer- 
son, played by Montagu Love; James 
Played by Morgan Wallace; 
Betsy Hamilton, played by Doris Kenyon; 
Senator Roberts, played by Dudley Digges; 
Reynolds, played by Ralf Harolde; Mrs. 
Reynolds, played by June Collyer; George 
Washington, played by Alah Mowbray, 
and General Schuyler, played by Lionel 
Belmore. Cast is nigh perfect and it is 
of note that the greater number of 
these players bear a certain facial resem- 
blance to the characters they are por- 
traying. John G. Adolfi has handled the 
megaphone in a finished style, his period 
settings being perfect in detail, costume 
and the manner of handling. 

Of course, fiction has been added to 
fact with the story. In this one we find 
Hamilton, a favorite of Washington, sac- 
rificing everything for the country he 
loves. He is anxious to put thru his 
Assumption Bill, while his political op- 
ponents oppose every move. His oppo- 
nents, however, want the national capi- 
tal in the South, and in order to get 
his bill across he strikes a bargain with 
the leaders of the opposition that if they 
will vote for his bill he will turn his 
efforts to the selection of a Southern 
city as the national capital site. Senator 
Roberts, an unscrupulous politician and 
willing to sell himself for the appoint- 
ment of minister to France, makes such 
a proposition to Hamilton and when it 
is refused becomes his bitterest enemy. 
With a drunkard, Reynolds, who has 


disgraced his family, he connives to get 
Hamilton in his power and finally does 
thru Reynolds’ wife. Reynolds black- 
mails him and forces him to make re- 
mittances to him to keep Hamilton's 
wife from learning of his lapse from the 
married moral code. These remittances 
are used as a trumped-up charge that 
Hamilton was using Reynolds to defraud 
the Government for personal gain. In 
a dramatic scene he is forced before his 
wife to admit.the scandal and on the 
morning that the Assumption Bil] is to 
come up gives a statement to the news- 
papers admitting the scandal. He sacri- 
fices the man for his country, with the 
result that the tide turns, his bill is 
carried and President Washington, with 
the leading Senators and Hamilton's 
political opponents, visit him at his home 
and express the confidence they have 
in him and in his fearless stand for a 
principle. His wife also understands and 
stands with him when he finds expected 
disgrace turned to victory. 

Alezandéer Hamilton is another tri- 
umph for Arliss, and while it is not his 
best picture and may not have the 
country-wide popularity of those of more 
modern stories, it is still a film that 
must be considered far above the aver- 
age. 


“Fifty Fathoms Deep” 
(COLUMBIA) 
At the Mayfair

Jack Holt and Richard Cromwell re- 
place the team of Holt and Ralf Graves 
in this latest opus from the Columbia 
studios. While the story brings back 
memories of Columbia’s earlier Holt- 
Graves picture, Submarine, this one has 
been excellently done and has been so 
changed that picture fans will not feel 
that it is a dialog version of the old 
film. 

The combination of Holt and Crom- 
well is excellent. Cromwell is much 
younger than Graves, and on this ac- 
count the role is that of a kid pal that 
the older man is interested in. Holt 
can always be counted on for a good 
performance and does not disappoint in 
this one. Cromwell, who has hag little 
to do since Tol’able David, proves by 
his work in this one that his excellent 
portrayal in his initial screen appearance 
was not a flash in the pan. He gives a 
first-rate portrayal of a role that is 
much more mature than the original 
one and comes thru in great style. 
Loretta Sayers, a newcomer, is a good 
looker and gives a good portrayal of a 
thankless role. 

Roy William Neill directed and has 
done a nice piece of work, particularly 
in the diving scenes and the salvaging 
of the wrecked yacht. 

The story, by Dorothy Howell, tells 
of two pals, Holt and Cromwell, who 
are divers for the American Salvage 
Company. While Holt is away on a job, 
Cromwell, the kid, picks up a girl and 
finally marries her. The minute Crom- 
well is called away she goes out looking 
for other men. She picks up Holt and 
has an affair with him, Holt not knowing 
she is the boy’s wife. Later he dis- 
covers it. The wife meets a millionaire 
and has an appointment with him, but 
cannot get rid of her husband. She tells 
him that Holt had tried to get familiar 
with her so that the boy will go out 
looking for the older man and then she 
can be free to fill the date. Cromwell 
goes and tries to force Holt to fight him, 
In the midst of the argument a phone 
call comes that the millionaire’s yacht 
has sunk. Holt and Cromwell rush to 
salvage it, the boy still sore at Holt, be- 
lieving his wife has told him the truth. 
Holt dives and finds the body of the 
millionaire and the boy’s wife, but says 
there is only one body below, sending 
up the millionaire's body to keep the 
wife’s duplicity from the boy. Holt’s 
headpiece becomes caught between two 
girders and Cromwell has to go below 
with an underwater torch to free him, 
at the same time discovering his wife’s 
body and realizing that his older pal’s 
statements concerning the wife were true. 
They are both rescued and everything 
ends with the two pals again. 
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“Pagan Lady” 
(COLUMBIA) 
At the Broadway 
Producer’s footage, 7,181. 
minutes. 
(Release date, September 17) 

This play, which saw a fairly successful 
run on Broadway last season with Lenore 
Ulric, comes to the screen with Evelyn 
Brent in the feminine lead. The sup- 
porting cast includes Conrad Nagel, 
Charles Bickford, Roland Young, William 
Farnum, Lucille Gleason, Leslie Fenton 
and Gwen Lee. 

The story of Pagan Lady is reminiscent 
of Rain. It deals with a lady who has 
been too free with herself and who be- 
comes involved with the nephew of an 
evangelist. The story is not as dramatic 
as the Eagels vehicle and lacks the 
punch of that production. However, it 
proves a good programer and should 
have somie appeal for the average movie 
audience. 

Miss Brent has been given so many 
similar hard-boiled roles that it is be- 
ginning to look as if she is playing them 
all at the same tempo; that is, just the 
same characterization in a different 
titled play. This, however, is perhaps 
not the fault of the player, but the fact 
that there is nothing else to do with 
the stereotyped characters that have 
been allotted her. William Farnum is 
excellent as the evangelist, while Bick- 
ford dominates practically every scene 
in which he appears. 


The screen play was made by Benjamin 
Glazer from William Du Bois’ play of 
same name. It starts in Havana, where 
Miss Brent is discovered as one of the 
girls in a barroom. Here she is domi- 
nated by the owner and is rescued by 
Bickford, a bootlegger. He takes her to 
Miami to a boarding house where the 
people are free in their living. Here an 
evangelist and his nephew come to stay 
during a revival meeting in the town. 
The girl falls for the nephew while her 
Havana protector is out of town, and 
when he returns he puts up a stiff bat- 
tle to claim her. He does not know that 
the nephew's intentions are good and 
that he wants to marry the girl. How- 
ever, when he discovers this he felin- 
quishes his pugilistic idea. The revival- 
ist opposes the match and the girl 
finally realizes that she and the boy 
could hardly make a go of it. She sends 
him back to the church and rushes for 
a train, only to be caught by Bickford 
and taken in his arms to become his 
wife. 
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“Wicked” 
(FOX-MOVIETONE) 
At the Rory 
Producer’s footage, 5,310. Time, 59 
minutes. 
(Release date, October 4) 

Fox has tried hard to build up Elissa 
Landi, but it seems as if the fates have 
conspired to keep away from her any 
sure degree of popularity. This, her 
latest effort, certainly will not add to it, 
for it is a wishy-washy story, that is, if 
it can be called a story at all. It is 
ordinary from every respect, lacks a def- 
inite continuity, and except for a char- 
acterization of Una Merkel in a very 
short role the picture might be symmed 
up as a total loss. - 

The effort to give Miss Landi good sup- 
port is shown in the selection of Alan 
Dinehart and Victor McLaglen for lead- 
ing male roles, both of which mean little 
to the story. Dinehart plays a detective, 
and McLaglen a sweetheart of Miss 
Landi’s who returns to her when she is 
in trouble. 

Story starts with Miss Landi the wife 
of an absconding bank clerk who has 
killed’a policeman. Returning home, he 
packs to leave and is shot by the police 
trying to escape. He returns wounded 
to his apartment and his wife tries to 
keep the detectives out of the room. In 
a struggle for a gun, one of the detec- 
tives is shot, and after the husband’s 
death Miss Landi is sent tc prison. She 
is about to become a mother, and thru 
the efforts of a former sweetheart, who 
has come from Australia to aid her, she 
is permitted to leave prison so that her 
child will not be born with the prison 


stigma on its name. While in the hos- 
pital she signs some papers that legalize 
the adoption of her child by other peo- 
ple. She is not aware of this until she 
is released from prison. She finds who 
has her ‘child and kidnaps it from the 
lawn. The adopted mother visits her 
and tries to make her give it up, telling 
her that tho she can give it a good 
home, a good education, she can never 
give it a name. However, the former 
sweetheart enters the home cf the rich 
couple, proving to them that they are 
Selfish and mean in trying to keep the 
child from its mother, and everything 
ends with McLaglen and Miss Landi en 
route to Australia, accompanied by the 
child. 


“The Squaw Man” 
(MGM) 
At the Capitol

This old Edwin Milton Royle play that 
served William Paversham as a starring 
vehicle many years ago comes to the 
screen as a Starring vehicle for Warner 
Baxter, with the supporting cast includ- 
ing Lupe Velez, Eleanor Boardman, 
Charles Bickford, Roland Young and 
Paul Cavanaugh. 

Running one hour and 36 minutes, the 
picture is interminably long,and sl6w- 
paced. It is Cecil De Mille’s last effort 
for Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, and from the 
standpoint of slowness will bring no 
paeans of praise from motion picture 
audiences. The picture could stand cut- 
ti in several spots, particularly at 
the start of the story in England. » 

The leading male role is not as well 
suited to Baxter as other roles that have 
been his allotment in talking pictures.

Ben Bernie is held over for the second 
week as the chief feature of the Para- 
mount stage show, which is a Frank 
Cambria production titled Knights of 
the Round Table. The show has been 
nicely staged and neatly costtmed, with 
the Albertina Rasch girls, held over, 
offering two new numbers. 

The entire show is new from beginning 
to end, Bernie and his organization pre- 
senting new routines, tho the five col- 
ored lads, billed as his “Five Sepian 
Nephews,” do practically the same rou- 
tine they did last week, but to new 
numbers. They scored as tremendously 
as they did on their first appearance and 
only Bernie’s manner of handling the 
audience would permit the show to go 
on after their number.

Two Pittsburgh Theaters 
Carry on Sans Orchestra 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 17.—Two of 
Pittsburgh’s theaters, the Penn and the 
Stanley, are carrying on their, shows 
without orchestral music, as the result 
of a walkout of union musicians Sep- 
tember 17. 

With bpth the Penn and Stanley re- 
VYeiting to pictures only until the walk- 
out is ended, temporary cancellation of 
Dave Rubinoff, Pittsburgh violinist at 
the Stanley, and Polly Moran at the Penn 
had to be made. 

In a joint statement, made by M. J. 
Cullen, for Loew’s Penn Theater; J. O. 
Hooley, representing the RKO Sheridan 
Square, and John H. Harris, for Warner 
Bros., the managers say they have made 
every effort to compose differences with 
the musicians and have yielded point 
upon point to*harmonize their employees 
of the musical union and maintain both 
manpower and services. 

Statement issued by Local Union No. 
60, American Federation of Musicians, 
reads, in part: 

“The cost of an orchestra in each of 
the major houses last year was $2,900 per 
week. “Proposal of the musicians’ or- 
ganization was to furnish an orchestra 
for $2,035 with the same complement 2f 
men as existed last year. The musicians 
have been-asked to accept a wage basis 
of an orchestra of 18 men at approxi- 
mately $1,700 per week, after one cor- 
poration head had promiced employment 
of 18 men for a year on last year’s wage 
scale. New York corporation heads re- 
fused to consider this, holding that they 
only wanted a stage band for 24 weeks 
instead of 52 weeks, as promised orig- 
inally.” u

The play information bureau, if mem- 
ory serves, was created about one week 
after the TSMA became a full-fledged 
organization. Charles E. Blaney, Joseph 
Shea, William Harder, Morgan Wallace, 
George M. Gatts and George Julian Hou- 
tain, at a meeting in the Longacre 
Building, New York, established it. It 
was announced that the bureau would 
furnish members of the association with 
information desired about any piece pro- 
duced by any other member. Report was. 
to be made on audience reaction, box- 
office gross and any other pertinent in- 
formation. In this way stock managers 
were to gauge the drawing power of the 
play. Thus would be minimized the 
danger of blind guessing and the selec- 
tion of flops. The service of such a 
bureau is needed now.

Broadway hits are not always good 
draws at Kankakee, Oshkosh, Atlanta and 
Oklahoma City. Yet the average pro- 
vincial manager will almost invariably 
give them preference as they are released 
to the stock field.

Paragraphs for 
A Perfect Manicure 


Our first paragraph is going to be 
met with some raising of eyebrows and 
pulling of chins. Yes, we know per- 
fectly well that your manicurist always 
files your nails before giving them the 
good scrubbing they should have. Wash- 
ing the hands thoroly should always be 
the preliminary step in your home 
manicure. A good nail brush, used with 
warm water and soap, will help keep 
your hands immaculately clean and your 
nails free from grime. 

Properly Filing Nails 

File the nails with emery board, filing 
from the sides toward the tips, and 
finishing with the fine side of the 
emery board to bevel the nail edge 
smoothly. Use long, even strokes from 
the side of the nail to the tip. 


Remove Stains 


If the fingers have become stained use 
some nicotine remover on a bit of cotton. 
This will remove stains from the nails 
and fingertips and banish all discolora- 
tions from cigarets, from motoring, gar- 
dening, paring vegetables, etc. Keep 
fingers exquisitely spotless. 


Shape Cuticle 


Next apply a cuticle removing cream. 
The best type is that which comes in 
the tube with pointed tip. It can thus 
be squeezed,from the point of the tube 
right on the cuticle, outlining the oval 
of each nail. Let it remain on the 
cuticle for a minute or two to complete 
its softening action. Then cover an 
orangewood stick with cotton and use 
this to work the cream gently around the 
base and sides of each nail. Then with 
a towel wipe each nail carefully, wiping 
@way the loosened scraps of dead skin, 
and shaping the outline of the cuticle in 
smooth, deep ovals, 


Clean Tips 


Use an orangewood stick to smooth 2 
little cuticle cream under each nail tip. 
It will soften dead skin scales and loosen 
grime under the nail. Then cover an 
orangewood stick with dry cotton and 
wipe under the nail to remove dirt and 
dead skin. Next rinse the hands in 
clear, warm water’ and dry carefully. 
Remember, a liquid polish wears best, 
without peeling or turning white, if it 
is applied on a nail that is absolutely 
clean and dry. Apply some polish re- 
mover on a bit of cotton to remove all 
old polish and prepare an immaculate 
nail surface. 


For Ridged Nails 


If your nails are ridged or scratched, 
buff them for a moment with some 
powder polish to smooth down irregu- 
larities and make nail in perfect con- 
dition for the even spread of liquid 
polish. Carefully wipe off any grains of 
powder. ; 


Apply Polish 

Then apply your liquid polish. Brush 
from outer curve of half moon to leave 
half moon unpolished. Wipe polish off 


nail tip so its. whiteness will be a note 
of contrast. 


Whiten Tips 


Apply nail white under the tips, either 
with the whitening pencil or paste nail 
white. 


Extra Beauty Note 

At the end of your manicure, and also 
at bedtime, massage fingers, hands and 
elbows with a good cream or oil. Give 
special attention to the cuticle which

Equity Interested in Revival 

For some time now the League of New 
York Theaters, Inc., has been at work 
on a plan looking toward the revival 
of the road. Recently it communicated 
some of the details of its plans to the 
Equity Council and asked for Equity’s 
indorsement of them. To this the 
Council, after going into the proposition 
with great care, resolved that: 

“It is the sense of the Council that 
the work of the joint committee formed 
by the League of New York Theaters to 
devise some plan which will revive the 
road is greatly appreciated by us. 

“The Council is confident that there 
are many playgoers thruout the country 
who are only too anxious to see a return 
of the legitimate (theater), and the 
committee is concentrating on this 
very thing. 

“There are, however, many details in 
the plan which will require deep con- 
sideration, and in arriving at a solution 
the Council of the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation offers its enthusiastic co-opera- 
tion.” : 


Addresses for Midwest Members 

With the recent closing of Equity’s 
Kansas City office and the transfer of its 
records to the Chicago office, it will be 
necessary for those Equity members who 
have been accustomed to give the Kansas 
City office as their permanent address 
to give their association new addresses. 

In order to cause the minimum of 
confusion Equity suggests that the new 
addresses should be, if possible, perma- 
nent ones. Otherwise it is probable that 
their copies of The Equity Magazine 
and communications from Equity head- 
quarters may not reach them, to their 
own detriment. 


Working for Food and Carfare 


Members of the Pearly Gates Company, 
an all-Negro company in a play which 
Was reported to-be on the lines of The 
Green Pastures, opened and closed in 
Chicago within the space of a week. 

When Equity made an investigation of 
this company with a view to organizing 
it the association learned that none of 
the members of the company was work- 
ing on a salary, but each was working 
for his expenses only. Meals were paid 
for as consumed, but the players dii 
not handle the money. 

Street-car fares were the basis of some- 
thing of an argument, Equity was told. 
At one time the management did not 
feel like assuming the responsibility for 
the 14 cents a day per person during 
the rehearsal time, but the management 
finally agreed to assume it and doled 
out the money each day. 

When the company closed the entire 
cast was transported in a motor bus 
from Chicago to Atlanta, Ge., where the 
ce’ st had been recruited from the Negro 
schools of the city. 


Anthony Andre Is. Dead 


The members of the Grand Hotel Com- 
pany, thru their deputy, Harry Hanlon, 


have reported to Equity the death of 
Anthony Andre, who played the part of 
a bartender in the grillroom scene. 

Some time during August Andre was 
forced out of the cast by heart trouble 
and the company heard no more of him 
for a couple of weeks. When they in- 
vestigated later to learn how he was 
getting on they learned that he had 
died in the interim at the Medical Center 
and that his body had been shipped to 
Detroit for burial. 

From the meager information at their 
disposal Equity learns that Andre had 
been a player of Shakespearean roles in 
his prime. The association extends its 
condolences to his family. 


Plaque in President’s Box 


For many years it has been the custom 
of theaters in Washington, D. C., to set 
aside a box which was designated as the 
President’s box. It was not always 
occupied by the President, but it was 
always at his disposal, tho presidents 
have seldom been enthusiastic theater- 
goers. 

Woodrow Wilson was perhaps as 
nearly an exception to that rule as any 
of our recent presidents. He developed 
into quite a vaudeville fan after his 
arrival at Washington, and nearly every 
week he occupied the President’s box at 
Keith’s Theater, opposite the United 
States Treasury. 

Recently a plaque was installed in 
this box, which was unveiled after the 
performance of September 15, a perform- 
ance largely attended by political friends 
of the war President. The plaque said 
simply: 

“In memory of Woodrow Wilson, Presi- 
dent of the United States during the 
World War, who occupied this box as a 
regular attendant of this theater thruout 
his residence in Washington.” . 

In the speech made at the time of 
its dedication Huston Thompson, former 
Federal Trade Commissioner and a close 
personal friend of President Wilson, Said: 

“Woodrow Wislon sought the theater 
because it was a place of relaxation. 
By nature he was a serious man. He 
welcomed, however, the opportunity to 
mingle with his fellow men. He loved 
to laugh, to be thrilled, to be moved 
completely beyond himself by the acts 
of others.” 

And therein lies the real secret of 
the theater and the tonic value it still 
retains. It moves men beyond them- 
selves, transports them to places and 
situations they would not know, evokes 
emotions they might not have felt 
otherwise. 


Service Not Guaranteed 


The jurisdiction of the Actors’ Equity 
Association is primarily the legitimate 
and musical comedy field. Claims aris- 
ing out of difficulties in vaudeville or 
motion pictures cannot be guaranteed. 
Nevertheless, Equity is sometimes able to 
be of assistance when its members get 
in trouble outside its fold. 


A case in point was that of a member 
who came to Equity a couple of months 
ago with the claim that he had lost 
his, legitimate theater job because a 
motion picture company with which he 
was on location had failed to get him 
to the railroad station in time for his 
legitimate performance, tho such service 
had been promised him. He had ap- 
pealed to the motion picture manage- 
ment and had not gotten anywhere. 
Could Equity do better? 

The association informed him that it 
did not accept such claims on all occa- 
sions, but that in view of the particulars 
in the present instance it would see 
what it could do. What Equity could 
do in this case was to collect $400 for 


him, a welcome amount in view ot the 
illness which had developed. 
Equity cannot guarantee help always, 
but frequently it is given.

Chorus Equity Assn.

Twenty-one new memoers joined the 
Chorus Equity in the past week. 

We are holding checks in settlement 
of claims for Louis Brown, Charlotte 
Davis, Marge Hylan, Elizabeth Huyler, 
Marion Hylan, Ruth Jewel, Robert Roch- 
ford, Hazel St. Amant and Neida Snow. 

The Chorus Equity ballet classes, 
under the direction of Madam Julia 
Hudak, reopened September 14. The 
cost of the ballet lessons is the same as 
the cost of acrobatic and tap lessons— 
that is, 50 cents an hour. ‘ 

Because of the great unemployment 
competition for chorus work is keener 
now than ever. There is a great demand 
for dancers who can do both toe and tap 
work. Every member who is in New 
York should register in one or all of 
the Chorus Equity classes. 

Members who are out of work and 
unable to pay for lessons may apply for 
the scholarship fund. 

Chorus members of the Tell-a-Vision 
Company were paid last week from the 
bond held by Equity, salaries arriving at 
the theater from the Chorus Equity 
office Saturday, the day salaries were due. 

It is'doubtful if any of our members, 
with the exception of a small handful 
we have left who worked in the theater 
prior to the Equity strike of 1919, can 
appreciate what this prompt payment 
of salaries means. 

In the old days before Equity people 
who were in a company which was not 
doing as good business as had been 
planned were compelled to worry all 
the week as to what Saturday would 
bring forth—if anything. Usually their 
worst fears were confirmed on Saturday. 
Defaulting managers were so common 
that it was a favorite topic of so-called 
humorous cartoons—an actor running 
down a railroad track in the general 
direction of New York pursued by irate 
hotel managers. 


If Equity had done nothing else it has 
justified itself in relieving its members 
from the embarrassment and humilia- 
tion of salaryless Saturday nights. 


The 23 cents a week which represents 
the dues of the Chorus Equity is very 
little to pay for the service its members 
receive—a fair contract backed by a 
strong organization, a salary guarantee, 
an employment bureau which charges no 
commission, dancing and dramatic 
classes and a mailing address. 

All of our members who are working 
waste more than 23 cents a week—yet 
when the time comes to pay dues some 
of our members seem to feel that they 
are parting with a fortune on which they 
could retire. 


A few years ago when The Passion Play 
was produced a chorus of excellent 
voices was assembled at a salary of $20 
a week—because this production did not 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
Chorus Equity. In this period of de- 
pression, without Equity, saleries would 
quickly revert to a weekly amoynt far 
below the minimum which Equity has 
established. Members who are working 
can thank the Chorus Equity for at 
least $10 or $15 each week, which repre- 
sents what the establishment of a 
minimum has brought them. 

Frequently members who are attempt- 
ing to find work outside of the theater 
give the Chorus Equity as a reference. 
Since your executive secretary has been 
with you, a period of more than 12 years

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Independent Picture Exhibitors 
Face Results of Their Own Folly 
NDEPENDENT film exhibitors who for 
years have almost without a murmur 
allowed themselves to be saddled with 
the industry’s huge expansion costs and the 
expense of driving out all possible competi- 
tion—legitimate, vaudeville, tent show, stock 
and burlesque—under the mistaken impres- 
sion that they would ultimately profit from 
the policy, are beginning to wake up to their 
true position. They are beginning to realize 
that a monopoly of the amusement field in 
the hands of the overlords of the cinema is 
“not the best possible condition for them. 
They begin to see that, with prospects of 
“flesh” competition removed, they are com- 
pletely in the hands of the producers. 

In New York recently a meeting was 
held of about 70 exhibitors, said to repre- 
sent nearly 7,000 theaters. They met spe- 
cifically to object to the new Metro con- 
tract, but also to voice their complaints re- 
garding the industry as a whole. What they 
had to say was plenty, and it bears re- 
peating. 

The keynote of the message is contained 
in a demand that “film selling be based on 
the theater’s capacity to pay, and not on the 
distributors’ ability to collect.” There is 
the situation in a nutshell. The movie 
barons, with the field theoretically in hand, 
can demand whatever they feel able to 
gather. The message assailed the high 
salaries paid to favored players and direc- 
tors, items which boost picture costs con- 
siderably, and continued: 

There has been an increase of 200 to 400 per cent 
in production costs in the past five years, but a cor- 
responding decrease in the quality of pictures. Thirty 
thousand dollars a week for stars, but no dividends 
for stockholders; a general increase in film prices 
and percentages for the 10th consecutive year, de- 
spite the fact that in the i two years all other 
commodities have decreased 25 per cent; and the 
maintenance of the store charge—the most outra- 


geous financial policy ever imposed on a helpless in- 
dustry. 


The independent owners are caught in 
the web of their own shortsightedness. 
When the magnates were busily and ex- 
pensively engaged in killing “flesh” com- 
petition and tacking the costs of such kill- 


ing on the owners, the owners never uttered 
4 murmur of protest. Now they are reap- 
ing the results, and they themselves see the 
cause of it. They say: : 
The best pictures were made several years ago 
when the producer had to turn out quality or stay 
out of theaters, and not 2s at present, where there 


is an assured outlet for pictures in producer-owned 
circuits, 


The independents are facing a difficult 
situation, but they have only themselves to 
blame. If they had protested against being’ 
saddled with the costs of additional and 
useless houses in the days when producers 
were buying up anything and everything in 
an effort to stamp out “flesh,” there would 
not now be a sure outlet for any picture 
product, no matter how valueless, in tha 
huge producer-owned circuits. 


Publix Slowly Heeding “Flesh” Call; 
Definite Action Will Boom Vaudeville 


UBLIX’S picture-minded officials had 
to bow to the call of the “flesh” sooner 
or later. Last week’s news develop- 

ment in this connection indicated that this 
prodigious outfit will take definite steps 
within the next few weeks to revive many 
of its anemic box offices with “flesh” in one 
form or another. While Publix will make a 
modest start with substitutes in the form of 
amateur nights and other novelties con- 
cocted from local talent, the institution even 


- of this form of so-called “flesh” marks a 


trend in the right direction. We do not 
need the aid of a crystal to foresee that Sam 
Katz's far-flung circuit will be deep in the 
vaudeville market by the time Santa Clauses 
begin ringing dinner bells on street corners. 

Some months ago The billboard, thru 
squibs appearing in its editorial column.in 
the vaudeville department, issued warnings 
to Publix in regard to the circuit’s complete 
abandonment of thought along “flesh” lines. 
These constructive preachments apparently 
hit their mark, since shortly thereafter ap- 
peared tangible indications that Publix was 
regretful of its old policy of doing away 
with “flesh” whenever and wherever pos- 
sible. - . 

RKO now dominates the vaudeville 
market. Publix has every facility at its dis- 
mes to challenge this supremacy, which 

as been attained by default. When Publix 
gets into the swing of things, as it now ap- 
pears it undoubtedly will, vaudeville values, 
salaries and activity will boom skyward. 
This factor will play an important role in 
the eventual revival of industry. In show 
business they say one hand washes the 
other. By the same token one hand feeds 
another. Publix’s entry into the “flesh” 
market will do for the show business what 
light wine and beer protagonists are certain 
the reopening of government-taxed brewer- 
ies ‘will do for the country at large. Of this 
there is no doubt, and vaudeville’s boosters 
are chafing at Publix’s delay. 


A Newspaper Is Needlessly Gloomy 
Over the Future of County Fairs 


N RECENT editorial correspondence of 
The New York Times, a gloomy picture 
is painted of the future of county fairs, 
particularly in Western New York State. 
The article suggests that county fairs are 
threatened with extinction and that their 
fate probably will be decided “when officials 
before another fortnight count the coins that 
dropped into the coffers.” 

Naturally, fairs which receive an annual 
aid of $6,000 from the State must prove pro- 
gressive in order to warrant continuance of 


‘such aid. But this is a notably pdor year in 


which to prophecy the death of the county 


fair. To wipe out the small fair because the 
world-wide depression has cut into receipts 
is an unjust attack on a premier institu- 
tion. Every other line of industry is being 
threatened with the same sort of “ruin.” To 
be frank about it, many State and other 
ambitiously projected fairs are, presently, 
feeling economic conditions very dramati- 
cally. But would anyone suggest that these 
important enterprises be abandoned? Many 
fairs have this season voluntarily eliminated 
themselves from the running until things 
are more rosy in the matter of per capita 
wealth. In most cases such gestures are 
not to be construed as ushering in a swan 
song forevermore. ‘They are merely moves 
justified by conditions. 

It has been suggested in conjunction 
with aforementioned pessimism that 
the county iairs merge into regional 
events. Aside from the fact that such 
merges sacrifice the identity of the merged 
jactors, loss of patronage must obviously 
come about because of divided attention or 
compete loss of it. To say that such com- 


binations would attract the people of com-. 


munities involved is more apt as theory 
than practice. Mr. Fair Patron, one sus- 
pects, would much rather be a big shot at 
liis own community annual than just another 
patron at an ambitious exposition in which 
his identity is submerged and his per- 
sonality made but a thin fragment of what 
obtained when he was a patron at the old 
home-town festival. In short, community 
and grange fairs are composed of individuals 
who compose the backbone of their home 
affairs. Isn’t it a wrong step then to re- 
gionalize them? However, the future ought 
to tell the story more concretely. 

if, as has been further suggested, the 
county fair of the future will shortly emerge 
in a form different from what it is at pres- 


ent, that is another matter entirely. No 


progressive person should object to a 
change of complexion. 


Outdoor Show Status Interesting; 
Midway Crowds Not Cash Receipts 


ERSONS not afflicted with business 

prejudices or not vitally concerned in 

the welfare of any one or more branches 
of show business, indoor or outdoor, have 
watched with special interest this year: the 
financial progress of traveling outdoor en- 
tertainment organizations. 

A great deal of interest has centered in 
this as pertains to collective-amusement 
companies (carnivals), which field has been 
a target in many places of “oppositionists.” 
Doubtless, principally for either “business” 
or “political” reasons. Circuses, collectively 
speaking, have suffered to some extent from 
oppressive tactics of so-called “objection- 
ists.” But they, probably due to the fact 
that such shows remain at a city or town 
only one day (sometimes a day or two 
longer), have not been so _ energeticaily 
“pressed” as carnivals, which remain a week, 
sometimes longer, on a location. It is safe 
to assume that the multitude of citizenry 
gathering on the carnival midways nightly 
iorms foundation for the greater portion of 
the “objecting.” Customary propaganda, 
talked and printed, has been “The traveling 
outdoor shows take great amounts of money 
out of town.” Judging carnivals’ receipts 
by ‘number of people on their midways is 
silly deduction. “Just look at the money 
these people are making.” Such rot! Ina 
majority of towns this season carnival com- 
panies have not covered their expenses. 
The fairs and other fall dates their expected 
redemption.

This 
was a one-ring show. Did not carry a 
menagerie, but had a side show and for 
a free act gave a balloon ascension. Not 
more than 10 cars in size.

Even these are not 
outlawed. They are accorded a fair trial 
even down here in Oklahoma.

Show cancels dates and makes home run to Lancaster, 
Mo. — end came as surprise — workingmen reported 
ejected from train, but show official denies 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 19.—Robbins Bros.’ Circus closed un- 
announced Saturday night, September 12, at Mobile, Ala. It is said 
that with exception of a few of the executives, no one with show 
knew anything about sudden closing until they were en route to 


Lancaster, Mo., winter quarters, 
endeavored to get in touch with 
outfit. Closing was a surprise, in- 
asmuch as show is understood to 
have had a good season. Outfit 
was routed to play in Louisiana 
and Arkansas the following two weeks. 
Many complaints were received by The 
Billboard in St. Louis regarding working- 
men being ejected from train, man re- 
ported killed, etc. In order to get the 
show management’s side of the case, The 
Billboard sent the following telegram to 
Pred Buchanan, owner Robbins Bros.” 
Circus, Lancaster, Mo.: “Complaint from 
Various sources reaching us about ‘red- 
lighting’ workingmen after unannounced 
closing at Mobile. One man reported 
killed and two elderly men seriously in- 
jured. Further complained performers 
and certain others not permitted to get 
off train en route Lancaster. Please wire 
your side of story.” 

No reply was received from Buchanan, 
but the following telegram came from 
John Schiller, connected with the Rob- 
bins Bros.’ organization: “All reports un- 
true. Mr. Buchanan on way Louisiana.” 

The Billboard’s St. Louis office informs 
that approximately 35 attaches of show 
are stranded in Lancaster and that some 
of the members called on that office for 
aid, both in person and on long-distance 
telephone. 

It is understood that performers and 
other people connected with show had 
three weeks «und two days’ salary due 
them. Pay-off was made Thursday morn- 
ing at Lancaster, Mo., but only a few, it 
is said, received entire amount. 

In connection with claims of circus 
workers alleging ejection from show train, 
etc., the following appeared in Mobile 
(Als.) Register under date of Septem- 
ber i¢: : 

“Complaints were made to the office of 
Sheriff William H. Holcombe yesterday by 
@ large group of laborers attached to 
Robbins Bros.’ Circus, which played here 
Saturday, that they were ejected from 
the outbound 18-car show train between 
Whistler and Oak Grove as it departed 
for Missouri early vesterday morning over 
the Mobile & Ohio Railroad. 

“The circus train pulled out from Mo- 
bile about 4 o’clock am. The first re- 
port about the alleged ejection of the 
men from the train reached the sheriff’s 
Office about two hours later by telephone 
from Prichard. 

“Later the men appeared at the sheriff's 
office and reiterated the complaint. Sheriff 
Holcombe, who estimated there were 50 
or more men in the group protesting the 
alleged treatment, said W. H. Knox, a 
special agent of the Mobile & Ohio, left 
yesterday for Meridian, Miss., to investi-

More 
pessimistic—and possibly more practical 
than the writer of this column—the 
friend retorted: “Yeh, that’s right.

Hairpins, paper clips, needles, pins and 
other metal objects have*been fed ani- 
mals, Bistany said, by persons, apparent- 
ly malicious outsiders.

Island’s Heroes Depart 


And Chant of Glories of Past 


CONEY ISLAND, N. Y., Sept. 19.—Some 
leave after Labor Day, while to other 
migratory showmen and concessioners 
the Mardi Gras is the swan song for 
closing of this popular resort. 

Billy Innman, an old-time showman, 
and Johnny Nichols, an old-time conces- 
sioner, are Overheard lamenting what 
they were pleased to term the passing of 
Coney Island as New York’s favorite 
playground. Has it passed? 

Their comparison of the Coney of 
today with that of yesteryear is highly 
interesting and instructive, but it re- 
quires more space than is allotted to this 
reference; suffice it to say that their 
confab runs the gamut of shows and 
showmen for the last 30 years or so. 


The straggling waterfront, privately 
owned beaches (with their dilapidated 
bathhouses), clam chowder, eating and 
drinking resorts and nondescript con- 
cessions that cause pleasure seekers to 
go from the beach to the Bowery or Surf 
avenue to get from one place to another 
on the waterfront.gives way to a cleaner 
and clearer beach and a modern Board- 


walk extending from Brighton Beach to 
Sea Gate that compares favorably with 
the best. 

There are many and varied changes 
along the Bowery, most notable being 
the passing of Stauch’s from the grand- 
est ballroom of its day to a nondescript 
line of buildings holding gaudy attrac- 
tions. 

Between the beach and Surf avenue 
the old-time wire fences stopping entry 
to the beaches from its dirty streets give 
way to cement walks and streets with 
public entry along the entire waterfront. 

The most notable changes are elimina- 
tion of beer-drinking concert halls, with 
stage presentations (cabaret style), in 
those days referred to as leg shows, pro- 
duced and presented by old-time variety 
showmen, later burlesque players, chief 
among them the Conners, who conduct 
Innman’s Casino at Thompson walk and 
the Bowery. Along with many others 
they hear the death knell sounded for 
the short-skirted girls back in 1908 or 
1910, when Police Captain Robert Dooley,

Is Reinstated | 


Ohio governor directs 
Guthery to put back State 


fair manager, after inquiry 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 19.— 
Charles M. Beer, of Ashland, was 


dismissed as State fair manager: 


September 15 by I. S. Guthery, of 
Larue, State director of agricul- 
ture. Beer protested and said he 
contemplated suing Guthery. be- 
cauge of alleged false statements 
regarding Beer’s management of 
the fair. Gov. George White yes- 


terday directed Guthery to reinstate 
Beer. 

“I have asked Mr. Guthery to rein- 
state Mr. Beer as State fair manager,” he 
said. “Mr. Guthery has acquiesced. Under 
Mr. Guthery as director and Mr. Beer 
as Manager, the State fair was a great 
success. Unfortunately, some misunder- 


standings were magnified, but I am con- ' 


fident the causes of that situation have 
been removed.” 

Governor White showed disposition to 
hear both sides and had conferences 
with both men. Beer is a personal ap- 
pointee of the governor, who, however, 
during a fracas between Guthery and 
Beer at the State fair, August 31-Sep- 
tember 5, stood by Guthery, saying he 
held the director to be actual head of 
the fair and responsible for “anything 
and everything that took place on the 
grounds.” 


Dismissal by Letter 


Earlier in the week Governor White 
said Guthery had “not given a very good 
answer” to questions regarding dismissal 
of Beer. He later adced that Guthery 
had siven as the reason for deposing 
» “incompatibility of temperament.” 

o question of Beer’s integrity appears 
in ‘the record. 

The governor at that time asked news- 
paper reporters what they knew about 
the case and intimated that he would 
talk to a “third party” before dispcesing 
of the matter. 

On Tuesday, Beer said he received a 
letter from Guthery conteining only a 
notice of dismissal and citing no reasons 
for the action. Governor White first 
learned of the dismissal from newspaper- 
men and said he was unable to account 
for the action. Beer, as well as the 
governor and his secretary, Carl W. 
Smith, it was said, spent many hours 
trying to get into touch with Guthery 
regarding the matter. 


Fracas Began at Fair 

The first outward rift between Guthery 
and Beer became apparent at the open- 
ing of the 1931 State fair. On August 
81 Guthery “fired” feMar Funston fol- 
lowing an argument regarding cmploy- 
ment of ticket sellers and ticket takers. 
Funston had been in charge of ticket 
selling at the fair for six years. Guthery 
declared that Funston had hired 46 men 
to sell and take tickets and had refused 
to accept the men originally sent to him. 
Ninety men had been assigned to 
Funston by Guthery the preceding 
night, and Monday morning 46 were re- 
placed by Funston “because they ap- 
peared late.” 

Funston then was asked by Guthery 
to resign immediately. He did so after 
receiving a receipt for tickets with 
which-he had been charged. William J. 
Hiler, of Columbus, was then put in

To Banish All’ Old Billing 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Sept. 19.—An ap- 
peal to county fair associations for co- 
operation has been issued by Tom Nokes, 
of this city, who is secretary of the 
Outdoor Advertising Association of Penn- 
sylvania. It is asked that all fair asso- 
ciations proceed as soon as possible to 
have removed all banners, cards, small 
bills and other advertising matter that 
they have had placed around the coun- 
tryside calling attention to their at- 
tractions. “It not only will tend 
to improve appearance of many prop- 
erties,” said Secretary Nokes, “but it 
will relieve constituted public authori- 
ties, especially highway department of- 
ficials, of embarrassment, where some of 
the fair advertising has been put out in 
violation of the State laws, notably the 
Act of March 10, 1903; Act of April 14, 
1921, and the Act of May 14, 1925. Any- 
how, nothing looks worse than dated ad- 
vertising matter on display long after 
the time of the attraction. 

“Such co-operation wili mean much to 
the county fair associations which place 
much of their own outdoor acvertising 
when the next legislature convenes at 
Harrisburg in 1933. Some folks call any 
kind of a sign outdoors, whether a small 
card or a large painted bulletin, by the 


name of billboards, and would try to 
eliminate any such advertising by one 
means or another, especially taxation. 

“Last winter an attempt was made at 
Harrisburg to have a couple of measures 
adopted taxing ail outdoor advertising 
3 cents per square foot, requiring per- 
mits and licenses, etc. Figure out for 
yourself just how much it would have 
cost your county fair association. 

“And in this connection the organized 
outdoor advertising industry of the State 
wishes to express appreciation for the 
splendid work the members of the Penn- 
sylvania State Association of County Fairs 
did in helping to defeat the Balbot and 
Peyer bills that would have placed such 
a burden on aJl kinds of outdoor adver- 
tising. The secretary of the county fair 
association, Jacob F. Seldomridge, of 
Lancaster, especially did yeomwn service 
in the legislature at Harrisburg. Almost 
single-handed he brought about the de- 
feat of the proposed bills in committee 
by personally interviewing every member 
of the committee and many of the other 
legislators. He was on the job every 
week during the session of the Assembly 
looking after the different interests of 
the county fairs. Also his advice was 
sound.”

The stipend may, however, be paid to 
such agricultural society or societies as 
may display a lesser number of exhibits 
of vegetables, fruits or dairy products 
than as hereinbefore required, provided 
the commissioner shall certify that in 
his opinion such society or societies 
have been unable for good and sufficient 
reasons to secure such required number 
of exhibits. 


No society shall be entitled to any 
share of the stipend unless it shall re- 
quire all cattle exhibited or allowed up- 
on its grounds at exhibition time to be 
tuberculin tested within three years 
previous to the date of its exhibition 
and declared free from-tuberculosis by 
a veterinarian approved by the commis- 
sioner, and in the distribution of such 
stipend no allowance shall be made or 
consideration given on account of lump 
sums,’ payments or premiums previously 
arranged and agreed upon by exhibitors 
and the officers of any agricuitural so- 
ciety for the presentation and display of 
any animals or products without regard 
to competition which may subsequently 
appear. 

INDIANA 


Section 1—That the county councils 
and boards of county commissioners of 
all counties in the State of Indiana may, 
on their own initiative, and shall, upon 
petition of 25 or more citizens who are 
also freeholders resident in each of a 
majority of the townships of the county, 
appropriate and pay to any agricultural 
fair or association in which the people 
of such county are interested a sum not 
exceeding the amount requested in such 
petition, “if a petition be filed, and in 
no case exceeding one cent on the $:00 


valuation of the taxable property of such 
county, to be paid out of the general 
county fund, to be used and expended 
only for premiums on agricultural and 
horticultural products, live stock, boys 
and girls’ club work and the judging 
of such products, stock and club work: 

Provided, That the same shall not 
apply to any person, association or cor- 
poration conducting such fair or exhi- 
bition for gain, nor to street fairs or 
exhibitions, but only to regularly organ- 
ized fair associations, but such fair or 
exhibition must be given only for the 
promotion of the interests of agriculture, 
horticulture and stock raising: 

Provided, Further, that no part of 
such money shall be used or given for 
contests of speed. 

Section 2—In all counties where two 
or more such fairs or exhibitions are 
conducted as provided in Section 1 of 
this act, the board of commissioners of 
such county shall apprepriate to each of 
such fairs or associations out of: such 
moneys such sum as it may deem proper 
and equitable, the proper and equitable 
amount in each case to be determined 
by the ratio which the premium and 
judging expense of each fair bears to 
the total amount spent for premiums 
and judging by the fairs sharing in the 
division: Provided, That the aggregate 
sum so given shall not exceed a sum 
equal to one cent on the $100 valuation 
of the taxable property of such county. 

The State fair is dependent entirely on 
its own efforts so far as premiums and 
maintenance are concerned. It has been 
able from time to time to get assistance 
for a building program and in 1931 by 
an amendment to the present law the 
fair was permitted to issue and sell 
$225,000 worth of bonds to finance the 
building of a new grand stand.

FPunston’s place. He was removed from 
this position September 2, and C. FP, 
Wendorf, who had been holding the posi- 
tion of State fair auditor, was placed in 
charge of all tickets for fairground at- 
tractions. Hiler was then placed in the 
State fair auditor's office. On Governor's 
Day, September 3, Governor White spent 
many hours listening to ¢harges and 
countercharges at the grounds. 

A clash occurred over arrival of the 
D. D- Murphy Shows, which expected to 
furnish all their midway attractions. 
Owner Murphy said he had come with 16 
shows and 14 rides and that “despite 
previous contracts, he had not been per- 
mitted to set up his shows on the 
ground.” His riding devices were allowed 
to be set up. 


Called Contract Invalid 


-It was brought out that Manager Beer 
had signed a contract with Murphy for 
operation of all shows and rides. Guthery 
took the position that such a contract 
was not valid because At did not bear his 
signature along with that of Beer. 
Murphy contended that only one-fourth 
of required space had been ailotted 
for his equipment. On September 1 he 
Was permitted to set up three of his 
shows. It was declared by the showman 
that he could obtain no satisfactory 
reason for failure to abide by contract, 
and that he estimated the State board 
would lose $10,000 in revenue which 
would have come in to the shows. 

Guthery has since refused to comment 
for publication on the affair and refused 
to admit that there was any connection 
between the discharge of Beer and a 
mimeographed statement said to have 
been mailed from his office last Tuesday 
to the effect that “a brazen plot to 
juggle State fair tickets and defraud 
the State fair had been checkmated.” 

Beer branded such statements as those 
he said were in the mimeographed sheets 
as “deliberate lies,” saying that he felt 
that he had ground for court action 
and would seek “satisfaction.” 

“The director can't connect m2 with 
any ticket scandal,” Beer said, “for the 
director took the ticket matter entirely 
out of my hands the Sunday before the 
fair. The ticket department was not 
under me.”

Together with presumption that even 
during periods of general business de- 
pression the masses welcome diverting 
gayety, of which carnivals form an out- 
standing part: also, as ome agent ex- 
presses it: “Show business surely cannot 


be much worse in the South than it has 
been in the North this year!” 

As to crops and industrial conditions 
in the South, from Atlantic to Pacific, 
they can be termed “spotted.” No at- 
tempt will be herewith made to specify 
either “good” or “bad,” because of the 
respective carnivals’ already consummated 
bookings, and carnival managements’ op- 
portunity to scout and make their own 
choosings. However, a general summing 
up appears to be that crops nearly every- 
where in the South are bountiful. The 
material benefit of this, however, lies in 
the prices and the marketing. Employ- 
ment of workers seems of similar come 
parison, with the respective comparing 
of this year’s crop prices and wages. 

True it is that an unusual number of 
fairs have canceled for this year, and 
probably a majority of them because of 
economic conditions. But there seems 
prospect of those not canceling having 
more than usual attendance from Pr 
respective districts. 

While it is not the aim of this ob- 
server to either encourage or discourage 
carnival managements showing in South- 
ern territory this fall, there is at least 
one item that is due consideration: BY 
scanning route columns of The Billboard 
during the summer and early fall, the fact 
has been conspicuous that quite a num- 
ber of carnivals customarily exhibiti 
in the North have this year remai 
in, or returned to States south of the 
Mason-Dixon Line.

of licensed female boxers and a pseudo 
football game played out on the stage to 
a couple of classical dances, a modernistic 
ballet and a group of folk songs. It was 
all a bit confusing. 

Toward the end of the first act the 
show began to build up toward some- 
thing that kindled a light hope in the 
breasts of the weary orchestra dwellers. 
It was there that were placed the folk 
songs, in the presentation of which Fast 
and Furtous seemed to be about at its 
‘ best; the modernistic ballet; a number 
called Shadows on the Wall, which might 
have been a good blues-shouting piece if 
properly handled; a grand, pulsing and 
savagely rhythmic rumba band, and a 
finale that perfectly illustrated the waste 
of good ideas current in the show. It 
divided tHe stage into two parts, one @ 
night club and the other a revival mect- 
ing, and the chance for contrasted and 
skillfully mingled singing of “the two 
warring themes might have been built up 
into a soul-wrenching effect. Some at- 
tempt was made to do just that, but, half- 
way thru, the scene went melodramatic, 
and the revival singing of the end was 
merely stale in comparison to what it 
might have been. 

Before the end of the first half the 
customers had been forced to sit thru a 
sketch that was merely an excuse for 
some burlecue stripping and a song called 
Rumbatism, which should explain itself. 
And, in the deadly second half, the chef- 
d’oeuvre was a number in which a band 
of husky gents came out dressed as flow- 
ers, the name of the scene being Pansies. 
In fact, the only bright spot of the eve- 
ning’s end was a song called Boomerang, 
ably put over by Midgte Lane. 

The cast, for the most part, was less 
than startling. “Dusty” Fletcher did

Mae West is with us again in a made- 
to-order vehicle (authored by herself) 
to set forth her own particular charms 
for the edification and amusement of 
the local morons, and also with an eye 
to supplying sensationalism to out-of- 
towners who may be curious to learn the 
idiom of Harlem’s ritzier street walkers. 
As a play. The Constant Sinner has al- 
most nothing to give the audience from 
either the moral angle or as a subject 
to think about, but serves as an excel- 
lent opportunity for La West to exhibit 
that hip wave one is accustomed to ex- 
pect from her. It is by far the largest 
show from the standpoint of production 
that she has ever appeared in as the star, 
and as such is very well mounted. 

The play is in 18 scenes and in them 
we follow the rise and fal] and the rise 
again of Babe Gordon (Mae West). We 
first see Babe as an ordinary nighthawk 
(but an attractive one) who meets an 
up-and-coming prize fighter, Bearcat 
Delaney, whom she inveigles into mar- 
riage. Due to their manner of living 
the Bearcat soon becomes a second-rater, 
and shortly thereafter is driven to the 
necessity of driving a taxi for a living. 
Babe, having become accustomed to high 
life, leaves the Bearcat to become the 
mistress of a colored racketeer, “Money” 
Johnson, in Harlem, but after several 
months is again back on the streets un- 
til she meets up with a pair of narcotic 


sellers who install her in a department 
store as their aid in a dope-selling 
scheme. They are betrayed by “Cokey” 
Jenny, Babe’s former companion of the 
streets, and Babe just escapes being 
sent to jail when the owner of the de- 
partment store refuses to identify her as 
the salesgirl responsible. 

Babe now becomes the mistress of 
Wayne Baldwin, her former boss, and is 
established in a new locale. She has now 
reached the height of her profession, 
that of a kept woman. Everything is 
hunky-dory for her until she learns that 
her colored lover has been released from 
prison. Soon an emissary comes with a 
message that “Money” wants to see her 
and she goes to hint? 

“Cokey” Jenny discovers the ren- 
dezvous and notifics Wayne and also the 
Bearcat, who has made a comeback in 
the ring. Wayne is the first to arrive 
on the scene. In the scuffle that arises 
“Money” is shot, but Babe manages to 
engineer Wayne's escape. Soon the Bear- 
cat dashes into the room, and Babe 
tells him that she had killed “Money” 
in defense of her honor. 

The Bearcat decides to take the blame 
for the killing, but with the aid of ex- 
pensive legal talent, furnished by Wayne, 
he is freed of the charge. Babe goes 
back to live with her husband, now that 
he is again in the money, and also gives 
one to understand that she will con- 
tinue her relations with Wayne. There- 
by justifying the title of The Constant 
Sinner. 

Several capable performances are given 
by the cast, Russell Hardie’s being out- 
standing in the part of the Bearcat. 
Arthur R. Vinton is as usual excellent 
in his familiar portrayal of hard-boiled 
characters. The direction, which, tho not 
credited officially on the program, is 
understood to have been done by Law- 
rence Marsden, is good considering the 
handicap of a stupid story that is at 
most times annoying with its dull repeti- 
tions. 

A good part of the dialog is by far the 
filthiest that has been heard in these 
parts since Miss West's Sez, and this re- 
porter believes that the police will soon 
he called in by the local Puritans to ef- 
fect some cuts. 

But all in all the play is obviously pro- 
duced as an attraction for the morons 
referred to in the opening paragraph, 
and with the combination of the title 
and the reputation of the star’s name, 
it makes no pretense of being anything 
else. 

If not closed by the police, it has the 
makings of a good money show, both 
for Miss West and the Shuberts, who 
are reported in on it.

“Life is just a bowl of cherries!” 
shouts Ethel Merman in the Scandals 
which George White brought to his Apol- 
lo Theater Monday night, and for all 
this department knows it may be. The 
peint isn’t one to be argued when it 
forms the tune motive around which the 
year’s grandest (well, if you must belit- 
tle, next to grandest) revue entertain- 
ment revolves. For White has a smash 


hit on his hands, a show that for sheer 
and unadulterated entertainment rates 
as high as a revue of its type can pdos- 
sibly rate, a show to be greeted with 
thanks and cheers. 


It may as well be admitted that the 
girls aren’t as pretty as those in the 
Carroll and Ziegfeld glory fests, that 
the settings make no special pretense to 
untoward magnificence. But what does 
it matter? White isn’t interested in 
ensembles, sets and spectacles; he’s in- 
terested in putting on a show. And he’s 
put one on--most emphatically. 


Lew Brown and Ray Henderson ob- 
jected—they’re still objecting—to alleged 
changes made by White in their skits 
and songs. But they needn't. If, in the 
writing, the material were any better 
than in its present form, Brown and 
Henderson had best become their own 
producers. The Scandals stands as a 
grand show put over for every ounce 
that’s in it by a superlative cast. Dirty 
it undoubtedly is on occasion, but its 
dirt manages to be funny. and therein 
it sharply differs from the mire-stirring 
over at Herr Carroll’s Palace of Legiti- 
mate. And if a skit called Pay the Two 
Dollars wa’ long-winded and dull, if the 
Chinese interlude is based on a stale 
and unfunny wisecrack, if occasionally 
the time spent on certain acts fails to 
gibe with their importance as entertain- 
ment, the total effect makes you forget 
such lapses completely. They should be 
forgotten, for they are bad only in come 
parison with the rest of the show. This 
corner can remember plenty of revues 
in which they would have passed une 
noticed. 

For what does an unimportant and 
very occasional lapse matter against 
Fverett Marshall’s singing of That’s Why 
Darkies Were Born, with (and this is @ 
safe generalization) the best voice ever 
heard on the modern musical comedy 
stage, building up his climax and smash- 
ing it over to a packed house that was 
thrown into near-delirium; or against 
Ray Bolger’s refreshingly debunking 
hoofing: or against Rudy Vallee being @ 
nice guy, and singing with never a croon 
in his voice; against number after 
number built up to splendid and stirring 
effect; against Willie Howard working as 
he can work when he’s given pretty good 
material; against any number of things 
that crowd the show and fill it to the 
ears with effervescent entertainment. 

Tho the material was for the most 
part far above average—-the show has 
more than its share of sure smash-hit 
songs—it was the grand and cannily as- 
sembled cast that put the thing over so 
completely. Marshall, who was Ume 
doubtedly the standout, came from the 
ranks of no less an organization than 
the opera barn on 40th street. For the 
next Follies Herr Ziegfeld will have to 
get hold of Gigli. Willie Howard was 
everywhere and ever present. You found 
him imitating everything from a Vien- 
nese professor to Al Jolson, and you 
found him imitating them well, abetted 
by his fraternal straight man, Eugene. 
Vallee was a personable and pleasant 
young gent, still somewhat il) at ease 
on the revue stage, with a nice voice, a 
really excellent imitation of Chevalier 
and a great deal of earnest effort. He 
tried hard to please and he did. And 
the above, be it noted, comes from one 
who was previously the wildest of un- 
caged Vallee-ophobes. 

Ethel Merman, as this department 
Needn’t tel] you, is a grand hand at 
blues shouting, as she again demon- 
strated, notably with Life Is Just a Bowl 
of Cherries, the hit of the hit songs. A 
little less of her, tho, in the next-to-clos- 
ing spot might help. Ray Bolger did all 
that he had to do well, but when he 
danced he stopped the show. It’s danc- 
ing with satire in it as he does it, an 
unusual but sprightly combination. 

The daughter of the Barrymores was 
in one skit only and failed to impress 
this department. It may have been be- 
cause she had hardly a chance. And it 
may not. 

The show lasted until 11:20. As far 
as this corner is concerned, it could have 
lasted until 12:20 or even 1:20, and with 
cheers. Even then it would have seemed 
no longer than the first half of an ordi- 
nary tunefest.

four full acts, no less; stretched by dint 
of tiresome and over-long speeches, bor- 
ing details that simply fail to matter, 
and such devices as the dreadful, stale 
comedy of the passengers in the last act. 
The entire first act, for that matter, 
could have been done away with very 
nicely. Not only did it offer nothing 
but tedium to the play, but it gave Mr. 
Erskin the added expense of a costly, in- 
tricate and useless set, along with a flock 
of similarly useless characters. 

These are all things that Erskin, as 
adapter or producer, might have seen to. 
As director, he failed to help by the often 
almost sanctimonious staging of the 
more tedious passages. When he had a 
play to direct, all was well; but when his 
play went talkative on him—which he 
shouldn’t have allowed in the first place 
—there didn’t seem to be anything he 
could do about it. The piece can be 
made into a completely charming affair 
—and a hit, perhaps—if he uses cutting 
shears and common sense. But they 
should have been used before the open- 
ing. 

The acting was splendid thruout, add- 
ing still another feather to Miss Kirk- 
land’s already much befeathered bonnet, 
Abel, aside from his playing, possesses 
a@ splendid voice, a voice that aches to 
utter rolling periods, instead of dull 
stretches of dialog, Ernest Glendinning 
was cast as @ threat (in this case Willie), 
and he did it well. Alice Belmore Cliffe 
was grand in a duenna part. And all of 
the bits—there were a host of them— 
were well played, with the exception of 
the nervous professor, who was greatly 
overacted by Etienne Girardot. 

The Mielziner sets may have been 
beautiful to most folk, but, with the exe 
ception of the grand railroad station, 
they were merely blue-green nightmares 
to this old-fashioned and low-brow de- 
partment. 

Thruout, minor but noticeable inepti- 
tudes of production stood out like black- 
heads on the wistful white face of the 
comedy. The elevator of the department 
store, for instance, had no shaft to 
ascend when it was-supposed to be going 
up. And Eva, mixing a cocktail, poured 
it out for her guests without shaking it 
up. Maybe they don’t shake cocktails 
in Buda-Pesth. I don’t really know; I 
just wondered.

last year; Friday, Governor's Day, helped 
Swell attendance, with ideal weather 
helping notably, tho no records were 
broken. 

Saturday was New England Day, and 
auto racers under direction Ralph Han- 
kinson, Harry D. Riggins tn resident 
charge, took the track turns before 
crowds which began to assemble early 
and mounted to brilliant proportions. 

Weather all week was generally good 
save for slight drizzles Tuesday, cul- 
minating in torrential rains late that 
night. Unusually violent winds after 
sundown on Wednesday hampered aerial 
acts somewhat and passed a smoke screen 
over grounds during spectacular fire- 
works display. Thursday a bit gloomy, 
but no rain. 


Shows Less Numerous 


Shows and rides along lengthy midway 
numbered 19, half of what occupied show 
stretch last year. T. L. Gill, who books 
rides and shows under operation of Coast 
Amusement Company, said, however, he 
believed there were more money makers 
this trip tho less volume. Empty spaces 
noted along concession line, tho plenty 
stands were here stretching far down 


‘ from north end to the south entrance. 


Most concessioners were complaining 
about poor business. A very small 
minority claimed itself off the burr by 
Wednesday or Thursday, but most of 
them were still in the red by Friday and 
hoping to recoup today. Th®re wasn’t a 
sit-down show on the entire midway—all 
grinds. Of the nine, perhaps three or 
four were doing fine trade, none yo 
land office. The rest of them, with il 
sions dominating, were plodding along 
and getting something. Majority found 
this spot superior to previous fair dates. 

Presented in bold relief to foregoing 
pessimistic note was the gilted caliber of 
the grand-stand show, to which patrons 
flocked thru the week, afternoon and 
evening; the multitude of events going 
on from day to day, first-rate exhibits, 
Horse Show, provincial contests, sports 
competitions, extraordinary pyrotechnics, 
with changes instituted nightly und mis- 
cellaneous features, which were enjoyed 
to the full by Brockton’s familiarly en- 
thusiastic crowds. 


Two Mayors and Governor 


A distinctive political flavor manifested 
itself on Thursday, Boston Day, when 
Mayor Curley of the Hub made a fiery 
speech from the judges’ stand in the aft- 
ernoon after an introduction by Mayor 
Dent of Brockton. Governor Ely’s ap- 
pearance on Friday, Governor’s Day, was 
aided by perfect weather and fine crowds. 
It was a colorful cccasion. Scores of State 
autos paraded the track, ending at the 
special State box in the grand stand, 
where the governor, State officials and 
gubernatorial escort sat to watch the bill 
and races. 

Twenty ace auto racers were entered 
for the plum events today under rules of 
contest board of AAA. Among them were 
Fred Frame, who placed second in the 
600-mile race at Indianapolis this year; 
Billy Winn, sensation of Eastern tracks; 
Larry Beals, Rick Decker, Zeke Meyer and 
Jimmy Patterson. Harry Riggins directed 
events.

Acts, 18 of them, offered in front of 
grand stand, were first rate in every 
specification. Not a mediocre turn thru- 
out. Stuart Kollins, New England rep- 
resentative for Wirth & Hamid Fair 
Booking, booked grand-stand show 12th 
year, with George Hamid himself on the 
spot Friday. Bill again under masterful 
direction of J. J. Cahill, attractions 
manager for fair. Every act on solo, with 
races on track going on as scheduled. 
No. 1—The Edwards on double traps in 
foot-to-foot swings, neck balancing and 
slide-on-rope breakaway. No. 2—Holly- 
wood Horse, sterling novelty, two men in 
horse-character rigging led by femme 
trainer. No. 3—First entry of California 
Frank and his contingent of cowboys 
and cowgirls. after long engagement 


- ing of 


Atlantic City Million-Dollar Pier; quad- 
rille, horse catches and Frank’s dancing 
horse. No. 4—Australian Woodchoppers 
using axes to cut cords against planks, 
wood splitting at distance, whip crack- 
ing, apple splitting against palm and 
finishing with great log-cutting contest. 
No. 5—Six Davillas, colorful troupe on 
teeter board, doing two and three high 
and marvelous foot-to-shoulder and 
hand-to-hand balancing, springs to chair 
and double tandem. No. 6—Riding Cos- 
tellos’ familiar animal turn, employing 
dogs, monkeys, ponies and mule in one 
ring on stage; mule brought out for 
windup on comedy chariot getup with 
clown rider, a self-selling turn.

menting in center; finishing with amaz- 
ing prop formation, with Nippon atop, 
landing feet-to-feet on underlyer; phe- 
nomenal interim tumbling and a truly 
great family turn. No. 13—Arthur Pet- 
ley and Company in casting trampoline; 
Palace Theater, ace vaude house, New 
York, went strong for this, and good 
reason; Arthur, comic, excels in grotesque 
numbers; hands-in-reverse catches and 
dancing and jocket bits registered big; 
a mighty comedy casting trio good for 
any fair or park or indoors. 


No. 14—California Frank’s fourth en- 
try with wild steers, bucking bronks, etc. 
No. 15—Billy Ritchie’s expert water cir- 
cus, with trio of girls opening with 
routine dives to foils by clown; Helen 
Osborne in 40-foot dive and Rae Rich- 
ard’s 70-footer perfection; Rae injured 
severely at fair here two years ago and 
crowd all keyed; Fred Digman in 85-foot 
clown plunge, and then Capt. Sam Solo- 
mon startled with 122-foot full gainer, 
doing back half turn on start and half 
turn about 10 feet above tank for full 
gainer; at night tank in flames and 
played up to a million-dollar finish.

You are not only directly responsible for 
the bad publicity you are getting, but 
you are directly responsible for the lack 
of good publicity you are not getting.” 
That's hot shot from a Texas cannon at 
San Antonio.
